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The " usual conditions " for gaining a Ple- 
nary Indulgence, so often alluded to in the 
following pages, are to Approach worthily the 
Sacraments of Penance and the Blessed Eucha- • 
rist, and to pray for the intentions of the Sove- 
reign Pontiff. 

A further condition not nnfrequently is 
required, that the prayers for the intention 
of the Sovereign Pontiff be recited in some 
church or public oratory; hence it is a useful 
and pious practice to comply with this condi- 
tion before quitting the church or public ora- 
tory, after Holy Communion. 

This Condition of visiting a church or public oratory 
is required in order to gain the Plenary Indulgence 
attached to the recital of the following prayers : Litany 
of Loretto (page 12) ; Memorare (page 19) ; Prayer to our 
Blessed Lady (page 19); Anima Christi (page 71); Ejacu- 
latory Prayer to the Most Holy Trinity (page 143), and 
to the Blessed Virgin (page 146) ; For those in their Agony 
(page 355); Prayer for Peace (page 441); Praises of the 
Holy Name (page 475). 

It is not necessary for those who go weekly 
to Confession, to confess on the day on which 
they propose to gain a Plenary Indulgence: 
their weekly Confession will suffice for all the 
Indulgences that may occur during the week, 
when confession of sins is required, provided 
the remaining conditions be complied with. 

When the letter A is introduced in the fol- 
lowing pages, it indicates that the Indulgence 
so marked is applicable, by way of suffrage, to 
the Souls in Purgatory.

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N.B. — The Catholic Church commands all 
her children, upon Sundays and Holydays 
of Obligation, to be present at the great Eu- 
charistic Sacrifice, which is called the Mass, and 
to rest from servile work on those days, and to 
keep them holy. 

2ndly— She commands them to abstain from 
flesh on all days of fasting and abstinence ; and 
on fasting days to eat but one meal. 

3rdly — She commands them to confess their 
sins to their Pastors at least once a year. 

4thly — She commands them to receive the 
blessed Sacrament at least once a year, and 
that at Easter, or thereabouts. 

The fourth Council of Lateran, Can. 21, 
ordains, " That every one of the faithful of 
both sexes, after they come to the years of 
discretion, shall, in private, faithfully confess 
all their sins, at least once a year, to their 
Pastor : and take care to fulfil, to the best of 
their power, the penance enjoined them: re- 
ceiving reverently, at least at Easter, the 
Sacrament of the Eucharist, unless perhaps by 
the counsel of their Pastor, for some reasonable 
cause, they judge it proper to abstain from it 
for a time ; otherwise, let them be excluded 
from the Church whilst living, and when they 
die be deprived of Christian burial."

3. That, if their state and condition allow 
it, they give some alms to the poor, either on 
the eve or on the day of their Communion. 

4. That on the day of their Communion, 
they offer up some prayers to God, for the 
whole state of the Catholic Church throughout 
the world ; for bringing back all straying souls 
to the fold of Christ, for the general peace of 
Christendom, and for the blessing of God upon 
this nation. 



The conditions of the 1st, 3rd, 6th and 7th are, 

1. That the faithful confess their sins, with 
sincere repentance, to a Priest approved by 
the Bishop. 

2. That they worthily receive the Holy 
Communion. 

3. That they visit some chapel or oratory 
where mass is celebrated, and pray to God for 
the peace of his Church. 

4. That they bs in readiness of mind to 
assist the poor with alms in proportion to their 
abilities; or to frequent catechisms and sermons 
when they can do it without great incon- 
venience ; or to afford their assistance to the 
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sick, or to such as are near their end, out of 
the motive of Christian charity. 

NOTE.— It is not required, for gaining these four 
indulgences granted by Pope Benedict XIV., that these 
works of mercy, corporal or spiritual, or the being 
present at catechism or sermons, be done on the same 
day with the communion ; but only that persons be 
then in a disposition or readiness of mind to do these 
things, or some of them, at least, when they have an 
opportunity. 

The Conditions of the 5th are, 

1. That the faithful confess their sins, with 
sincere repentance, to a Priest approved by the 
Bishop. 

2. That they worthily receive the Holy 
Communion. 

3. That, for some space of time, they pray 
to God, with a sincere heart, for the conversion 
of infidels and heretics, and for the free pro- 
pagation of the holy faith.

Inatntttixms ani> Jefrotions on Rising. 

It is most important to commence the day 
well. The first thoughts of a Christian on 
rising are like those first fruits of which God 
in the Old Law was most jealous. Endeavour 
to contract the holy habit of raising your heait 
to God immediately on waking, to implore his 
protection and grace, that the day which, in 
his infinite goodness he adds to your life, may 
not add to the number of your sins, but, on the 
contrary, increase your merits and tend to his 
glory. 

The first thoughts of the day are those 
the devil is most anxious to snatch from you; 
hence having made the sign of the cross, present 
your offering at once to God, and say, " 0 my 
God, I offer thee my heart, and most earnestly 
beg of thee to take possession of it;" or, 11 In thee, 
O my Ood % and for thee, and from thee, and with 
thee, in union with the sacred hearts of Jesus and 
Mary, I will perform this action, and all the other 
actions of the day."

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2 MORNING PRAYERS. 

Have a fixed and early hour for rising, 
and let not sloth detain you in bed. Whilst 
dressing, entertain yourself with pious thoughts, 
and let all be done modestly and respectfully. 
If so much care is taken in adorning the body, 
and defending it from cold or heat, how much 
greater care should be taken in preparing the 
soul to appear in a becoming manner before 
God, and his Saints and Angels?

One Our Father and Hail Mary. 
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Inatntriiott npn pebitatiou. 

Meditation, or Mental Prayer, is a devout 
and fruitful consideration of Divine things, 
and of all that is conducive to the acquirement 
of virtue and of eternal salvation. By medita- 
tion we dispose ourselves to receive the gifts of 
God, and obtain his aid to overcome ourselves, 
and to remove from our hearts every evil 
affection. Thus we enable ourselves either to 
ascertain more securely and embrace more 
readily the state of life to which we are called 
by God, or to improve ourselves in the one we 
have chosen, by animating ourselves to the 
more perfect accomplishment of the duties 
imposed upon us. 

Meditation, when made according to the 
method proposed by St. Ignatius in his book of 
the " Spiritual Exercises," consists of four 
parts, the Preparatory Prayer, the Preludes, 
the Points of the Meditation, and the 
Colloquies. 

1° The Preparatory Prater. — This is the 
same in all meditations, and is some short 
prayer directed to Almighty God, in which we 
ask, through his grace, that all the powers and 
operations of our mind may be directed to his 
greater honour and glory. The following may 
be used: 

" Prevent, we beseech thee, O Lord, our 
"actions by thy holy inspirations, and carry 
"them on by thy gracious assistance, that 
" every prayer and work of ours may always 
" begin from thee, and by thee be happily 
" ended." 
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2° The Preludes. — There are two or 
three, according to the subject matter of the 
meditation. When we meditate upon some 
historical event in the life of Christ or his 
Saints, there are three Preludes; in all other 
meditations two will suffice. When there are 
but two preludes, the first consists in what 
is called the Composition of Place, or in form- 
ing, in our mind as best we can, a picture or 
image of some place or scene that has reference 
to the subject upon which we wish to meditate. 
If it be hell, we may imagine some obscure 
and horrible dungeon full of fire, and souls 
burning there: if upon sin, we may picture 
to ourselves the miserable condition we should 
be in, were we wandering as prisoners in 
the midst of the brute creation, living and 
eating with them, unable and unworthy to fare 
better. This first prelude or picture helps 
much to recall our thoughts when, during the 
meditation, they wander from the subject. The 
second prelude consists of some short prayer, in 
which we ask of God to grant us that particular 
fruit we desire to obtain from our meditation. 

When three preludes are made, the first 
consists in briefly recalling to the memory the 
mystery in the life of Christ or of his Saints, 
on which we are about to meditate. This is 
done without proceeding to make reflections or 
considerations upon it. The second prelude is 
the Composition of Place as explained above. 
The third prelude is a petition for that special 
virtue which we need, and to attain which, our 
meditation is directed. 

3° The Points of the Meditatjon. — 
There are usually three. In each of them we

are to apply our memory, understanding, and 
will. The memory presents to the under- 
standing a truth to be considered ; the under- 
standing examines it, studies it, dwells upon its 
meaning, weighs the advantages of fulfilling 
what it enjoins, and the evil of doing what it 
forbids. The will, enlightened by God's grace, 
determines to carry out in practice what the 
understanding shows to be conformable to 
God's will or pleasure. 

4°. The Colloquies. — At the end of each 
point, and more especially before the close of 
the meditation, the soul addresses herself with 
earnestness to God, to beg for grace and strength 
to keep most exactly the good resolutions she 
has made. We may, at one time, address our 
prayers to God the Father, at another to the 
Divine Word, or to the Holy Ghost. We may 
also ask the powerful intercession of Mary, our 
Mother, or of the saint on whose virtues we 
have been meditating. Each colloquy may be 
ended by reciting some short prayer, according 
to the Person to whom we have addressed 
ourselves ; if it be to God the Father, the 
" Our Father;" if to Jesus Christ, the " Anima 
Christi;" if to the Blessed Virgin, the " Hail 
Mary." 

* N.B. — For persons who are deterred from 
attempting meditation through inability to find 
matter for serious and continued reflexion, the 
following suggestion will be very serviceable. 
In each point one or more of these questions 
may be considered : — 

(1.) What practical conclusion should I draw 
from the mystery or truth contained in this 
point ? 

C 
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(2.) What motives have I to apply this 
truth to myself ? Is the conclusion right and 
just, necessary or useful for me in my daily 
conduct ? 

(3.) What has been my conduct hitherto ? 

(4.) What shall I do for the future ? 

(5.) What obstacles are to be removed ? 
What means must I employ, in order to carry 
out my good resolutions ? 

The short meditations that follow are drawn 
up so that they may serve for each day of the 
month. 



ON THE END OF MAN. 

1°. Man is created like unto God: he is 
created to know God, to glorify him, and to 
enjoy him. Therefore the end of man is not 
to acquire riches or reputation : he is not 
created to attend to the comforts or the follies 
of life.. This is a fundamental truth which we 
all know and profess to believe ; but do we 
show by our lives that we are practically con- 
vinced of it ? 

2°. Consider the sublimity of the end for 
which we are created. God is his own end, 
and can have no other ; he knows, glorifies, 
l6ves, and enjoys himself ; he forms plans for 
his own glory in eternity, and executes them 
in time. In this, Almighty God has made me 
like unto himself, that I can love, glorify, and 
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enjoy him. God even places his glory in 
being loved by me, and receiving my actions 
as a tribute from my free choice. 

3°. Man is created solely to enjoy God: he 
cannot find any true and lasting happiness ont 
of God: if the heart of man is created solely 
for the love of God, it cannot remain satisfied 
nntil God alone be the centre of all its affec- 
tions. " 0 Lord, thou hast made us for thyself, 
and our heart cannot rest until it rests in 
thee!" — (St. Augustine.)

ON THE NECESSITY OP SAVING OUR SOULS. 

1°. Salvation is the most important of all 
concerns which regard man : it is the end of 
his creation. Almighty God, in bestowing life 
upon me, wills that I should spend it in saving 
my soul, and without this I cannot honour 
him. Should I lose my soul, creation is to me 
a curse instead of a blessing. Had I not been 
created, there would have been one man less in 
the world; but if I am lost, there will be one 
soul more in hell. If I save my soul, I may 
lose everything else without regret ; but if I 
lose my soul, what will everything else avail 
me at the hour of my death? 

2°. We must spare nothing to save our souls. 
Most men act as if they thought salvation easy 
to be obtained ; but it is not so : the way is 
rough and narrow, and no man can pursue it 
without difficulty and great struggles. To 
obtain this treasure, much prayer, much in- 
0 3 
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tenor and exterior self-denial are absolutely 
necessary. Should the salvation of our soul 
cost fortune, reputation, or life, all is a trifle 
when compared with this all-important issue. 

3°. We must then, never risk our salvation. 
No man of sense risks his health, fortune, or 
life, unless for the attainment of some greater 
good : then how can we risk the loss of that 
which is everything to us for eternity, and of 
which alone God will require a strict account ? 
Every interrogation at the day of judgment 
may be reduced to this: Hast thou saved thy 
soul?

ON THE GRIEVOTJSNESS OF MORTAL SIN. 

1°. Consider the sin of the rebel Angels: this 
was the first of all sins. These Angels were 
created in a state of grace, but refusing in the 
time of trial what was required for the con- 
summation of their happiness, (being unwilling 
to yield reverence and obedience to their 
Creator,) they were changed from the state of 
grace to that of sin, and from heaven were 
precipitated into hell. Good God! what a 
dreadful example. For one sin, and that in 
thought only, heaven is lost for ever, angels 
are changed into devils, they are removed for 
ever from the face of God, and " reserved 
under darkness, in everlasting chains, unto the 
judgment of the great day." — (St. Jude i. 6.) 

2°. Consider the sin of our first Parents in 
the garden of Paradise. Call to mind their 
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state : what a state of happiness, what prospects 
for the future ! But seduced by Satan, they 
oat of a fruit whereof God had commanded 
them not to eat: this was their sin. O God, 
how very different are thy ways from ours, 
how different are thy judgments ! In an instant, 
they are cast out of Paradise, they are forced 
to clothe themselves in the skins of beasts, they 
are deprived of original justice, and must spend 
the rest of their days in labour and penance. 
One sin is committed, and more than nine 
hundred years of weeping and toil must follow, 
and then bitter death. 

3°. Consider that there are some souls in 
Hell, suffering in atonement for one mortal 
sin, and many who have been condemned for 
fewer sins than I have committed. 0 God, 
send down thy light and thy truth. Give me 
to see and to understand the grievousness and 
malice of mortal sin, which so much offends 
thee, the Creator and Lord of all things. Yes, 
the infliction of eternal banishment and pain is 
justly assigned to sin committed against a God 
whose goodness has neither end nor measure ; 
for were it otherwise, how could Infinite 
Majesty have deigned to become a creature for 
my sake, to rescue me from sin and hell? 



ON HELL. 

1°. Contemplate what the damned souls 
suffer in hell. Descend alive into that pit of 
fire, as the Holy Scripture advises. Enter that 
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prison of God's justice, that furnace of fire 
never to be extinguished, lighted up by the 
breath of an angry God. It is truly a lake of 
fire and brimstone, a land of misery, darkness 
and horror, where there is no light, no order, 
but everlasting confusion, wailing, and despair. 
Can I, so sensible of pain, even the least, be- 
lieve all this and still be so mad as to commit 
mortal sin ? 

2°. In hell every sense will be exquisitely 
tormented. The sight, by the presence of 
devils : the ears, by shrieks and howlings, by 
curses and blasphemies : the smell, by in- 
supportable stench and rottenness : the taste, 
by raging hunger and thirst, nor will the damned 
obtain one drop of water: the touch, by glow- 
ing fire that will search their inmost parts, 
and penetrate them throughout. It is said of 
the joys of heaven, that "neither eye hath 
seen, nor ear heard what things God hath pre- 
pared for those who love him;" (1 Cor. li. 9.) 
may not the same words be applied to the 
justice of God ! 

3°. Great are the torments the damned 
endure in their senses, but far greater is their 
interior suffering, the worm of conscience that 
gnaws and yet never consumes, " for the worm 
dieth not." (Mark ix. 47.) Bound as they 
are, unable to do the smallest act, or move a 
single step either to ease themselves or end 
their torments, deprived of all the goods of 
fortune, of grace, and of glory, what a pro- 
spect is before them, and how bitterly must 
they not regret the opportunities that were 
offered them whilst in life, of saving their 
immortal souls I 
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4°. The thought of the eternity of their 
torments also racks and tortures the damned 
souls. The dreadful torments of hell would 
he in some sort tolerable if they were at last to 
end: but no, God's hatred "must for ever 
pursue the wretched sinner : after millions 
of years the fire of hell will be as active and 
raging as ever, the body and soul as much 
disposed to suffer, and God as much irritated 
and irreconcileable as at the first moment of 
their imprisonment. And yet, with this terrible 
thought before them, men will still sin, and 
make little or no account of it ! How grateful 
ought I to be to God, who has spared me from 
hell, which I have so often deserved by my 
sins? 



1°. Death is an eternal and entire separation 
from this lower world. You must then leave 
the world, and everything in it, and the world 
will leave you. At your death, you must resign 
at once, life, pleasure, amusements, studies, 
prospects, goods, honours, friends, business, 
all, in a word, that constitutes the life and 
occupation of men upon earth. Withdraw 
then your affections from all earthly things, 
while yet you may do it freely, that at your 
last hour you may leave all these things with- 
out regret. See to what things you retain an 
attachment ; detachment from all things is the 
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strict duty of a trnc Christian, and without 
it there is no happiness for him at the hour 
of death. 

2°. At your death, the world will also quit 
you. The great bulk of mankind will be 
completely unconcerned respecting your death. 
The few who inherit the spoils of the deceased 
are easily comforted $ perhaps they rejoice. 
Perhaps on the very day of his burial, his sur- 
viving friends seek to recreate themselves, in 
order to efface the melancholy image of death. 
Others fill his place ; a few months pass away, 
and he is no longer missed among the living. 

3°. The awful uncertainty of death is well 
calculated to make an impression on our minds. 
Death is uncertain as to its time, manner, and 
place. It steals upon us like a thief in the 
night. God alone knows when or how we shall 
die. Our blessed Lord commands us to watch 
and pray. Nothing but constant fervour in 
God's service can obtain for us that grace which 
we do not deserve, but which Almighty God 
will not refuse to grant us, the grand grace of 
final perseverance, and a happy death. 



ON THE PARTICULAR JUDGMENT. 

1°. At the instant in which the soul quits 
the body, she is presented before the tribunal 
of God to be judged, and condemned or re- 
warded, according to her works. Stripped of 
everything she had in the world, she will stand 
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before an omniscient Jndge, who sees all 
things as they are — a Judge infinitely jnst, 
whom nothing can influence ; and infinitely 
great and powerful, from whom there is no 
appeal. What dread will seize the soul at that 
awful moment, when she will have nothing to 
rely upon but her own works ! There will be 
no room then for prayer, repentance, or for- 
giveness. Inexorable justice will then decide 
her lot for eternity. 

2°. In one instant, a most strict account will 
be taken of our every thought, word, and deed, 
from the first use of reason to our last breath. 
Nothing can escape the infinite knowledge of 
our Judge, before whom every thing will be 
brought into judgment, and who will render 
to every man according to his works. God will 
take an account not only of our evil deeds, but 
of our omissions of the good we ought to have 
done. Nay, our good actions, our best virtues, 
will be rigorously scrutinized, to see if they 
have full weight. The greater the graces we 
have received, the stricter will be the account 
we shall have to render. But what a severe 
account will be demanded of those special 
graces attached to each particular state of life ! 

3°. This examination being ended, our Judge 
will pronounce upon us the definitive sentence 
to eternal glory, or to reprobation. What sen- 
tence will be ours ? If we were told that in 
the course of an hour we should be judged, 
what would we not do to obtain one year of 
life, to prepare for our last end ? Oh, then, 
let us make the same use of the time which 
may still be ours. 

0 5 s 
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ETERNITY. 

1°. I am made for eternity. Lately I began 
an existence that will never end. I now inhabit 
a perishable world, but I am made for a world 
that is eternal. The son, the stars, the earth 
and sea will pass away; years and ages will go 
by, and cease to exist; but my years, like those 
of God, shall not fail. My soul was created im- 
mortal, and therefore nothing that is perishable 
is worthy of taking up my thoughts and affec- 
tions. We have not here a lasting dwelling 
or a permanent city, therefore we seek a better. 

2°. We are at the very entrance of eternity; 
for the longest life is a mere point when com- 
pared with it. " The number of man's days is 
at most a hundred years," and " as a drop of 
water unto the sea, and as one grain unto the 
sand on the sea shore, so are a thousand years 
unto the days of eternity." In the course of 
the few thousand years which have elapsed since 
the creation of the world, what myriads of im- 
mortal souls have passed into the bosom of eter- 
nity ! I am still awaiting my turn : it is coming, 
it may perhaps come before I lie down to rest 
this night; but if it is delayed, it must inevi- 
tably come within a few years. 

3 . Almighty God has given me the power of 
choosing for myself a happy or a miserable 
eternity. Do I endeavour to secure to myself 
eternal happiness, or do I leave to chance to 
decide whether I shall enjoy God for ever, or 
whether I shall suffer with the damned as long 
as eternity lasts? Alas ! I have often risked 
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my eternity; but I will do so no more. Do 
thou, O Lord, give me thy grace, that I may 
serve thee here, and be thou my portion for 
ever I 



VENIAL BINS. 

1°. Venial sin is an offence against God, 
and is therefore to be avoided, and dreaded 
more than any temporal evil whatsoever. We 
ought rather to suffer death than incur the 
guilt of one known and deliberate venial sin ; 
it can never be authorised by any pretext of 
doing a greater good. 

By every wilful venial sin, we " grieve the 
Holy Spirit of God," according to the words 
of the Apostle St. Paul (Ephes. iv. 30) ; and 
yet of what numberless sins have we been guilty 
in the course of our lives ! May we not truly ex- 
claim with the Psalmist, " My sins are multiplied 
above the hairs of my head." (Ps. xxxix. 13.) 
What numbers of faults proceed from dissipa- 
tion, from sloth, from freedom of speech, from 
hastiness of temper, from dislike to others, &c. ; 
and how many of these do we commit with 
deliberation and full knowledge ! 

2°. Consider the danger of venial sin. By 
it, the horror of mortal sin is lost or weakened 
in the soul. And moreover, as the distinction 
between mortal and venial sin is in some cases 
difficult to discern, we may, by custom, and 
carelessness in avoiding those faults which we 
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consider venial, be led into the dreadful evil 
of mortal sin. 

3°. The consequences and punishment of 
venial sin are also well worthy of our atten- 
tion. The most usual effects of it are a disrelish 
for spiritual things, a disgust for prayer, and 
the withholding of the special graces which 
Almighty God bestows upon those who are 
faithful to him. Whoever dies in venial sin 
must remain separated from God in penal fire, 
until the last debt be paid. What a thought 
is this for a soul that loves God I 



ON PURGATORY, 

1°. We are taught by faith, that nothing 
denied can enter into the kingdom of heaven ; 
and therefore, those who depart this life defiled 
with the stain of venial sin, or owing some 
satisfaction for mortal sin which has been 
remitted by penance, cannot enjoy the presence 
of God until " the last farthing " be paid to 
Divine justice. When the soul appears before 
Jesus Christ to be judged, she then clearly 
understands the horror and deformity of sin, 
the least degree of which she sees to be more 
dreadful than every calamity that we can ima- 
gine: at the same time she comprehends the 
infinite perfection of Almighty God, in whose 
presence the slightest shadow of sin cannot 
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exist; and if she is defiled with any imperfec- 
tion, she instantly flies from his presence, and 
rushes willingly and with gratitude, into a 
place of expiation, by means of which she may 
be fitted to see God; and were there no such 
means for effacing the rust of sin, she would 
suffer far more grievous torments from the grief 
she would feel at the impossibility of removing 
this obstacle to the enjoyment of God. 

2°. Though it be not a defined article of 
faith that fire is the punishment of purgatory, 
still it is the common belief; and St. Gregory 
says, the same fire purifies the elect and burns 
the reprobate. The pains of purgatory differ 
immensely, it is true, from the torments of 
hell, inasmuch as these are eternal, while those 
are temporary, and the souls there detained 
have the consolation of hope ; but still the suf- 
ferings of purgatory exceed all that we can 
imagine in this world. Yet the pain of sense 
endured by these suffering souls is far more 
tolerable than the pain of loss. This torments 
them by the languishing of intense desire 
and deferred hope ; nor is it possible for us 
in our imperfect state, to imagine in any just 
degree, the anguish they feel till they can 
be united to God, whom they now love with 
perfect charity, and whom they know and feel 
to be the only centre of their happiness. 

3°. It is still in our power to escape these 
dreadful sufferings, by making our lives a pur- 
gatory of love, whicn we may substitute for 
a purgatory of fire. Let us imitate, by a re- 
ligious life, the holy souls who are expiating 
their guilt in the other world. They sin not 
there; they are always suffering, always sub- 
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missive ; they suffer without impatience or reluc- 
tance: they earnestly sigh for the possession 
and enjoyment of God, who is the supreme 
object of their love. 



OF THE CAUSE OP THE SUFFERINGS OF 
PURGATORY. 

1° The fuel that feeds the fire of purgatory 
is the multitude of venial sins which we so 
easily commit, or satisfaction due to the justice 
of God for mortal sin, the guilt of which has 
been remitted by the sacrament of penance. 
The fuel of this fire consists in idle words; 
in breaches of good resolutions; in voluntary 
negligence in prayer; in indulging sentiments 
of disobedience, impatience, aversion, &c. Let 
us search our own hearts, and see if there is 
nothing there which will be matter for the fire 
of purgatory. 

2°. It is not only our sins of commission, 
and the evil we have done, which will be 
punished hereafter; it is also the good we have 
omitted to do, or done amiss. We shall also 
be punished for the bad example we have given 
others, and the sins we may have caused them 
to commit, or neglected to prevent. 

3°. If we saw temporal flames lighted up to 
torment us, having the power to quench them, 
should we forbear to do it, and madly rush into 
the devouring element ? And yet we see by 
the light of faith, that Almighty God has pre- 
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pared a purgatory for imperfect souls after 
death; we know the means of avoiding it, and 
still we refuse or delay to make use of those 
means. But what are those means ? Contri- 
tion and penitential tears, love of God, self- 
denial, purity of conscience ; in a word, seri- 
ous efforts at perfection. Let us consider for 
a moment, how we employ these means. Do 
we not find in ourselves, on the contrary, a great 
reluctance to bear pain, and an eagerness to 
avoid everything inconvenient ? Do we not 
endeavour to avoid humiliations, privations, 
heat, cold, hunger, thirst; in a word, all those 
things which we should joyfully embrace, if 
we desired to substitute the slight sufferings 
of this life for the pains of purgatory ? Let 
us ponder well these words of our blessed Lord; 
"Whosoever will save his life, shall lose it; 
and he that shall lose his life for my sake, s^all 
find it." (Matt. xvi. 25.) To offer up our 
prayers and good works for the deliverance of 
the holy souls suffering in purgatory is a very 
charitable practice, and also very advantageous 
to us. Ingratitude cannot exist in heaven; 
and if we are so happy as to procure or hasten 
for them the enjoyment of supreme beatitude, 
they will surely not be unmindful of us, but 
will intercede in our behalf with God. 
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ON THE NECESSITY OF PENANCE. 
1°. From voluntary sin results the necessity 
of doing penance. Though we may have re- 
turned seriously to God, we have still great 
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debts to discharge to his justice; for no sin 
committed after baptism can be remitted with- 
out satisfaction proportioned to the offence. 
Every mortal sin which we may have had the 
misfortune to commit, requires long and severe 
penance and great mortification. We may, 
and ought to endeavour to gain the indulgences 
of the church ; but a sincere penitent will not 
wish to defraud God's justice. If we gain 
indulgences, this ought to increase our grati- 
tude and love for God, and excite in us a 
holy hatred of sin, which will only increase our 
desire to lead a penitential life. 

2°. Works of penance and mortification 
are very necessary, in order to subdue our for- 
mer bad habits. We may perhaps have over- 
come some defects, but how many evil inclina- 
tions have we still to combat with ? Every one 
of jthese must be mortified, if we would" sub- 
due them ; and our will, which is prone to 
offend God, must be forcibly curbed, and 
brought into complete subjection to the holy 
will of God, and conformity with it. 

3°. To regain the lost favour of Almighty 
God, is also a powerful incitement to fervent 
acts of penance. By the sacrament of pen- 
ance our sins are remitted; but we do not 
thereby immediately regain the affection of 
God, with all the tenderness he had for us be- 
fore our fall. This grace was granted to the 
penitent Magdalen, but this was " because she 
loved much.' 9 

Let us add to these reflections, the considera- 
tion of the voluntary sufferings of our blessed 
Lord, who for our sake became "aman of sor- 
row, and acquainted with infirmity." Let us 
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contemplate at the foot of our crucifix the 
agonies of our dying Saviour, and who among 
us will dare to complain of the rigours of a 
penitential life ? 



ON THE PBODIGAL SON. 

1°. This thoughtless youth, seduced by a 
flattering notion of liberty, and a desire of 
doing his own will, foolishly left his father's 
house for a foreign land. This represents the 
conduct of a Christian, who having been edu- 
cated in piety, grows weary of restraint, in- 
dulges his own corrupt inclinations, and re- 
solves to gratify them in the follies of a dis- 
sipated world. It is also the image of a soul, 
which having been favoured with great graces, 
gradually sinks into tepidity, by sloth in spiritual 
duties, by forgetfulness of God, &c. ; hence arise 
a fondness tor independence, frequent venial 
sins, and imminent danger of mortal. 

2°. The perverted youth wasted his fortune 
in a life of luxury, and being reduced to penury, 
he sold the verv liberty which he had so much 
coveted, by hiring himself to feed swine. This 
portrait resembles that of a Christian, who 
having received excellent instructions in the 
Catholic Church, mingles with the worldly 
crowd, adopts their fashionable notions, and 
quickly wastes the religious principles which 
were once his delight; other objects fill his 
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thoughts, practices of piety are omitted, fear 
of God perishes. The voice of conscience is 
stunned. 

3°. Most deplorable is this perversion of 
a Christian soul, who, stifling the noble senti- 
ments of his profession, becomes a slave to 
inordinate pursuits which can never bring hap- 
piness. The natural appetite of the soul seeks 
the food proportioned to its heavenly substance. 
The world may amuse with empty pleasures, 
but it cannot satisfy the cravings of an immortal 
soul; nothing but God can give it content. 
Acknowledge your dignity, deplore your past 
transgressions, and resolve, like the prodigal, to 
arise, and go home to the most indulgent of 
Fathers, who will be more rejoiced at your 
repentance than he has hitherto been grieved 
by your multiplied offences. 



ON THE PKODIOAL SON. 

1°. The penitent prodigal no sooner had 
resolved to go home to his father, than he 
hastens to execute his generous resolution with- 
out delay. Full of contrition and confidence, 
trusting to the goodness of an affectionate 
father, he throws himself at his feet, and in 
the anguish of his heart exclaims, " Father, I 
have sinned against heaven and before thee; 
I am not worthy to be called thy son, rank me 
among thy servants:" here is the true model 
of a sincere penitent; excite within yourself 
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similar sentiments of deep contrition, self -accu- 
sation, and confidence in the love and goodness 
of God. Rest all your hopes of pardon on 
the humility and sincerity of your confessions, 
your desire of doing penance, and above all, 
on the goodness and mercy of your heavenly 
Parent. 

2°. The prodigal son wished and asked 
for the lowest place in his father's house. Do 
you imitate him in his humility? Offer your- 
self to God to be the meanest in his service. 
Reflect on the expressions of love and tender- 
ness with which the father received his penitent 
son. He goes forth to meet him; he raises him 
from the earth; he folds him in his arms; he 
presses him to his breast; no reproach, no re- 
primand ; he clothes the penitent with a rich 
robe; he gives him a ring, the mark of liberty. 
He prepares a banquet, that all may share his 
joy for the recovery of his lost child. Such 
was the conduct of this good father, but what 
were the feelings of the son? My soul, thou 
shouldst know them from thine own; thou hast 
sinned; but Jesus has given thee a will to 
repent, and has stretched out his hand to assist 
thy return, and receive thee, not only into his 
arms, but even into his Sacred Heart. 

3°. Before you began to return to God, 
it was God himself who touched your heart; 
and as soon as you wished to correspond with 
his grace, he came to meet you. He gives you 
the robe of innocence ; he forgets your sins, 
he invites you to rejoice in union with his 
angels and saints, who rejoice in your conver- 
sion; he admits you to the banquet of his pre- 
cious body. Can your confidence in such a 
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Father, your gratitude, your love for him ever 
abate? Remember that the penitent prodigal 
never relapsed; make him your model, and re- 
flect that it was your sins that crucified your 
Saviour, and that by his merits you are par- 
doned. 
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ON THE KINGDOM OF CHRIST. 

1°. By the vows of baptism, you enrol 
yourself a soldier of Jesus Christ, in order 
to conquer the kingdom of heaven by vio- 
lence. Listen to the words of your king: 
" If any one will come after me, let him deny 
himself, take up his cross, and follow me." 
You must then deny yourself by refusing your 
senses the indulgences that withdraw you 
from the thoughts of heaven; by refusing your 
will and understanding every gratification that 
nourishes pride, lust, vanity, or self-ease. You 
must take up your cross by suffering willingly 
the corporal and mental hardships of your state 
of life; the contradictions which may come from 
superiors and others ; and you must besides, 
practise voluntary exterior penance. You must 
imitate and follow Christ: he loved poverty; 
he practised humility, patience, meekness; his 
zeal extended to save the whole world. A 
generous soldier would blush to behold his king 
enduring the whole toil of the combat, of which 
he himself was to enjoy the glory and profit, 
and not wish to share his toils. 
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2°. "A man's own enemies are those of 
his household." Victory in this intestine war 
is your object: it will facilitate the conquest 
of external enemies. You must first attack 
your own passions ; above all, the predomi- 
nant one which most frequently betrays you 
into faults. You must overcome sloth in 
spiritual exercises, which stops you in the way 
of virtue; self-love, which shuns all hardships; 
self-will, that destroys obedience; vanity, that 
seeks esteem; love of superfluities, that dis- 
graces poverty, &c. Examine these enemies, 
and renew your fidelity to your king, whose 
kingdom is not of this world. 

3°. Consider the means by which these 
enemies are vanquished. Your king has taught 
vou by his own practice and in his gospel. 
He teaches humility in his incarnation ; in his 
birth from a poor mother; in living unnoticed 
in a lowly station of life. He particularly re- 
quires of you to learn from all his outward 
actions the inward meekness of his heart. He 
teaches poverty in his birth. He canonizes it 
in his lessons, and promises the kingdom of 
heaven as its reward. He teaches mortifica- 
tion in every instant of his life, from his birth 
to his tomb. He teaches obedience to persons 
of every sort, from his nativity to his death on 
the cross. He teaches the love and practice of 
prayer; love of God and our neighbour; and 
entire forgiveness of enemies. What an ar- 
moury of virtues ! Resolve to imitate them, 
and remember St. Bernard used to say, " A 
delicate member, under a thorny head, was a 
scandal to religion," 
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ON THE INCARNATION OP JESUS CHRIST. 

1°. Consider the dismal condition of man- 
kind before the Incarnation of Jesns Christ, 
plunged in the abyss of sin, excluded from 
heaven, daily filling hell. In this multitude of 
slaves of Satan, contemplate yourself, and 
think how dismal would have been the lot 
which you deserved by your sins. Sentiments 
of deep humility, and ardent gratitude to your 
Divine Deliverer must here fill your soul; and 
to imprint them indelibly in it, contemplate 
the astonishing humility, the excessive love of 
your Redeemer, which brought him down from 
the seat of his Divinity to the lowest degrada- 
tion among sinners, in order to rescue you. 
Follow him in thought and affection from the 
bosom of his Father to his sepulchre : you will 
find no room for pride. Humility and grati- 
tude must penetrate your soul. 

2°. Consider the exalted dignity to which the 
humility of the Incarnation of Jesus has raised 
you. Rescued from the abyss of misery, " you 
are raised to the participation of the Divine 
Nature," (St. Leo,) by sanctifying grace, r you 
are become an adopted son of God. Measure, 
if you can, the distance between heaven and 
hell, between a reprobate sinner and a just 
soul predestined to reign in heaven: conceive 
the greatness of the favour, and ask your soul, 
if it can ever forget such a benefactor as Jesus 
Christ. Can you forbear to consecrate your- 
self to serve him with your whole might ? 
Deplore the blind insensibility of men, who 
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treat him as a stranger, with coldness and in- 
difference, even with insnlt: perhaps you have 
yourself been thus guilty. But all that you 
have done has not frustrated the effects of 
his love for you. 

3°. Consider the means- by which your 
Deliverer conferred upon you such astonishing 
favours. To raise you, he communicated his 
Divinity to your degraded nature, because, 
being impassible in his own essence, he could 
not otherwise be humbled, suffer and die for 
you. He would not have been less happy, if 
you had perished with the mass of mankind; 
and he acts as if his own happiness could not 
be complete, unless yours were secure. If you 
had the powers of all the angels, you could 
not discharge the immense debt of gratitude 
you owe to Jesus Christ. What have you 
hitherto done to repay him? What will you do 
henceforth ? Reflect on these two points; the 
first will produce some imitation of your Re- 
deemer, by unfeigned humility: the second will 
animate you to generous sentiments, purposes, 
and resolutions. 



ON THE NATIVITY OP JESUS CHRIST. 

1°. Consider the principal virtues of Jesus 
in his nativity, and first his obedience. He 
submits to the edict of a temporal prince, and 
inspires his blessed Mother and St. Joseph to 
repair to Bethlehem, where he would be born 
far from home and destitute of human succour, 
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In obedience to the will of his Heavenly Father, 
announced by the ancient prophets, he would 
be born in Bethlehem and laid in a manger 
between two beasts. Though he is the Eternal 
Wisdom of the Father, he submits to be swathed 
by his Virgin Mother, to be handled as an in- 
fant by her, and by St. Joseph. The Son of God, 
because he came to be our model, regards not 
whom, nor in what things he obeys; he seeks 
only to fulfil his Father's will. You cannot 
offer anything more acceptable to your Infant 
Saviour, than a truly obedient soul. 

2°. Reflect on the example of humility 

fiven by Jesus Christ in his Nativity. The 
eir of "the royal house of David chooses a 
stable for his palace, a manger for his throne. 
He conceals himself from the great ones of the 
earth, and reveals his birth to poor shepherds. 
He created the world from nothing, and he 
weeps and exhibits every mark of infirmity 
common to other infants. Reflect how you 
follow this example, and remember that you 
cannot enter the kingdom of heaven, unless 
you become like that little One, who came 
down from heaven to make you great by 
his humility. 

3°. Consider the example of poverty given by 
Jesus Christ in his Nativity. Excluded by the 
inhabitants of Bethlehem from the hospitality 
of a convenient lodging, he is born in a cold and 
comfortless stable, laid on straw, and warmed, 
in the coldest season of winter, at midnight, by 
the breath of beasts. And this is the Lord of 
all, who provides for us every necessary we 
want. Can we repine when we have not all we 
wish for? Contemplate all you have, and com- 
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pare these with what Jesus reserved for himself 
and his blessed Mother at Bethlehem. O Jesus ! 
my Infant Lord, give me thy love and thy 
grace, and with that I am sufficiently rich, I 
desire no more.

ON THE HIDDEN LIFE OP JESUS CHEIST. 

1°. Contemplate Jesus Christ in the house 
at Nazareth. The hidden life of our Redeemer 
is an admirable mystery. Though he came 
from heaven to spread the gospel throughout 
the world, yet of 33 years which he spent on 
earth he passed 30 in solitude and retirement. 
He meant to check in us that vanity and fond- 
ness of notice which poisons so many virtues. 
No religious soul can belong to God, if he does 
not live an interior life, and learn to love 
God in retirement. The example of Jesus 
Christ annihilates all our specious pretexts for 
seeking dissipation. All virtues quickly perish 
in a dissipated Christian. 

2°. Consider the occupations of Jesus at 
Nazareth. They were low, ordinary, even ser- 
vile ; but they honoured God as much as his 
greatest miracles, because they were performed 
with a spirit of submission to God, and pure 
intention to please him. Jesus had performed 
no other actions than these, when God said, 
" This is my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased." (Matt. iii. 7.) What a source of confi- 
dence for a pious religious Christian ! His 
D 
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life may easily be the " Life hidden with Christ 
in God." (Colos. iii. 3.) It is condemned by 
the world, but prized by God, because different 
are the thoughts of God and man. 

3°. Reflect on the happiness of such a life. 
The holy family at Nazareth were unknown to 
the world, but they heard nothing of its follies 
and vices. They conversed with God and found 
perpetual peace. Peace is not found out of God, 
nor God out of the path of self-denial. The 
world is like a raging sea. He who leads a 
" life hidden in God," confines himself to his 
own duty; he talks much to God about it, but 
meddles not with the business of others. Happy 
he who thus lives ! He cuts off by it an end- 
less source of uneasiness. Why should he seek 
happiness abroad, when with God, he is sure 
of finding it within himself ?

ON THE PRESENCE OP GOD. 

1°. "Walk before me, and be perfect." 
(Gen. xvii. 1.) This is the foundation of a 
spiritual life, or rather, as we are taught by 
Holy Scripture, it is the very completion and 
perfection of it ; for as f orgetfulness of God is the 
main source of sin, so the remembrance of his 
presence is the general remedy against it. Who 
would venture to sin if he considered and felt 
God present in his heart ? At the very thought 
of this, every temptation must vanish; and 
every difliculty in the pursuit of virtue will be 
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diminished or disappear. He who has God 
present in his mind, passes through all dangers 
without dismay: he exclaims with the prophet, 
" In the midst of the shades of death I will 
fear no evil, for thou art with me ! " (Ps. xxii. 4.) 

2°. A man cannot be truly religious, unless 
he study to be perfect; and the % abridgment of 
perfection is the habitual presence of God. 
Whoever feels this divine presence in his heart, 
will find God in all created objects; he does 
every action for God, and therefore seriously 
endeavours to do them well: thus every thing he 
does becomes an act of homage to the Divinity, 
and enables him to anticipate in this life the 
occupation of the blessed in heaven. In order 
to discover whether we have made progress in 
a spiritual life within any given time, it is 
useful to examine whether we have improved 
or failed in this holy exercise. 

3°. To acquire this blessed habit, we must 
carefully avail ourselves of the numerous oppor- 
tunities presented to us by our state of life; 
and in the observance of our daily duties, we 
must frequently think of God, and we shall 
find that every action rightly performed will 
help us in this exercise. The practice of 
very frequently directing our thoughts and 
affections to God, will, with perseverance, pro- 
duce an habitual state of soul, in which the 
heart naturally, as it were, turns to God; and 
no effort is required to recall the remembrance 
of him to the mind, but rather some sort of 
violence is necessary to withdraw the attention 
to outward things. This happy state is not to 
be acquired without much patience, watchful- 
ness over the senses, and persevering labour to 
D 3 
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control and check the imagination ; hut when 
once it is acquired, it subsists quietly, and with- 
out exertion. O how truly desirable is this 
happy state ! 



ON PURITY OP INTENTION. 

1°. Motive and intention form the soul and 
merit of our actions, and by these they are en- 
tirely influenced; and if they are performed 
without intention, they are void of value, like 
the actions of brutes. If we have a bad mo- 
tive, our actions become bad; but if our inten- 
tion is pure and upright, even our indifferent 
actions become pleasing to Almighty God, and 
will be rewarded. What treasures of merit 
may be lost or gained, by attending to, or 
by neglecting a good intention in performing 
them ! We must therefore be on our guard 
against blank actions, which are performed 
without any particular motive; for if we have 
not in view the intention of pleasing God, some 
sinister motive will very probably creep in and 
spoil our very best deeds. 

2°. It is just that all our actions should be 
directed to please God; for we are his crea- 
tures, and the work of his hands; and as we 
are entirely his, so our every thought, word, 
and action belong to him; nor can we in justice 
refuse to employ to his honour the faculties of 
mind and body with which, in his goodness, he 
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has endowed us. But another very pressing 
motive for us to be punctual in the practice of 
purity of intention is, that Almighty God is so 
good as to accept graciously our poor endea- 
vours, and to take complacency in them. Who, 
then, can refuse to this merciful and loving 
Lord the small tribute of his actions ? actions 
which he would necessarily perform, and which 
are, in many cases, gratifying even to nature. 

3°. The ultimate end of all our actions 
should be the glory of God; and this end must 
be kept in view, not only in our state of life in 
general, but also in every particular action. 
This is the very end God proposes to himself 
in all his operations. What an honour, there- 
fore, is it to us to be allowed to imitate this 
perfection of God ! And since God may be 
nonoured by our actions, to direct them to any 
other end is to rob him of his glory.

ON THE PERFECTION OP OUR DAILY 
ACTIONS. 

1°. The perfection of our state of life does 
not consist in doing many things, nor yet in 
doing great things, for many great saints have 
done nothing that is extraordinary in the eyes 
of men; but humility, recollection, regularity, 
and an ardent desire of pleasing God, made 
them saints in the performance of small things. 
Perfection requires not that singular and extra- 
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ordinary actions shall be done, soch opportu- 
nities seldom occur; but it is attainable by every 
one of us, by the exact performance of the 
duties of our state of life. Thus, we do the 
will of God; and in this all sanctity ultimately 
consists. 

2°. In order to attain perfection by ordinary 
actions, they must be well doue; that is, they 
must be performed with exactitude, fervour, 
and perseverance. Exactitude requires atten- 
tion to time, place, and manner. Fervour im- 
plies readiness of will and purity of intention, 
even when the action is irksome and distasteful 
to nature. Perseverance is the continuance of 
fervour, which must therefore be continually 
renewed and refreshed. He who perseveres in 
the fervent and exact discharge of many small 
duties, does something very great, and will 
undoubtedly attain perfection, because he is 
constantly engaged in the exercise of self- 
denial, by which he continually combats sloth, 
levity, caprice, human respects, natural incli- 
nation, and passion. 

3°. The perfection of our ordinary actions 
depends upon the interior spirit with which 
they are performed. Exterior exactitude is 
but the body of sanctity; this is the soul. All 
actions performed through interest, inclination 
or self-love, are dead and void of merit; for 
the one thing that gives any worth, either to 
great or small actions, is the purity of our in- 
tention in performing them, and this intention 
should be frequently renewed, lest vanity or 
any unworthy motive creep in. 
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ON THE CHARITY OF JESUS CHRIST IN HIS 
ACTIVE LIFE. 

1°. The charity of Jesus Christ was meek. 
The precept of mutual charity is closely connec- 
ted with that of evangelical self-denial, because 
we continually afford one another occasions of 
exercising charity by overcoming ourselves. 
Study the unalterable meekness of Jesus amidst 
the sharpest provocations from the malice of 
the carnal Jews; from the ignorance, selfish- 
ness, and inattention, &c, of his own Apostles. 
Truly he might say, " Learn of me, for I am 
meek." (Matt. xi. 29.) Have you studied this 
lesson ? How do you bear the tempers, the 
faults of others, who are obliged to bear yours? 
Their imperfections are designed to perfect 
our charity. If we cannot alter them entirely, 
we may gain them by condescension. Do we 
not, on the contrary, express disdain and con- 
tempt by hasty or harsh words ? What a 
source of division among disciples of Christ, 
who profess mortification and humility. 

2°. The charity of Christ was kind. Rais- 
ing the dead, healing the sick, comforting the 
afflicted, &c. We cannot imitate his miracles, 
but we have frequent opportunities of doing 
little services, of sacrificing our wishes, con- 
veniences, and opinions, to the cause of charity. 
We can share the joys and sorrows of others; 
we can serve them as we would Christ him- 
self, who has transferred his claims upon us to 
our neighbour. Do we not rather feel jeal- 
ousy at their success, joy at their disappoint- 
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ments, &c. ? Jesus has said, that his Father 
will treat us, as we shall have treated our 
hrethren. Can we expect his best graces now 
and hereafter, if our hearts are not expanded 
and tender to one another ? 

3°. The charity of Jesus was universal. 
Being the Redeemer of all men, he made no 
exception of persons: all were objects of his 
charity. Hence to confine charity to a few, is 
to destroy the virtue. If our charity does not 
comprehend our worst enemies, it will not be 
acknowledged by Jesus Christ. How do we 
fulfil this duty ? Examine seriously on what 
occasions self-denial is requisite to save the 
rights of charity, and conclude with an earnest 
prayer for this double spirit. 



ON THE GENEROUS THOUGHTS OF THE 
TRUE CHILDREN OF GOD. 

1°. From Jesus Christ only can we learn 
to have high thoughts like those of God. 
Upon his cross he draws to himself the hearts, 
the thoughts and affections of all who belong 
to God. Our thoughts then, that is, the acts 
of our understanding and will, must rise up 
to the cross of Jesus, if we mean to be sons of 
God. They must be active, and full of energy; 
such as to excite in us strong desires of suffer- 
ing injuries, contempt, &c, so that we reckon 
ourselves honoured when we are despised, 
wrongfully accused,. &c. These were the 
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thoughts of the twelve favourite sons of God, 
who "rejoiced that they were found worthy to 
suffer reproach for the sake of Christ. ,, (Acts 
v. 41.) To feel an affection for enemies and 
disagreeable persons, to pray for the choicest 
graces for them, to show them special kind- 
ness, this would be to copy Jesus on the cross. 

2°. A second class of exalted thoughts, 
usual with the sons of God, may be called 
passive : such are to bear in silence, and without 
repining, whatever Almighty God permits: 
temptations, loss of goods, loss of reputation, 
sickness, affronts, and injuries; to endure all 
these things without a desire of revenge. Con- 
sider what Jesus Christ endured in mortal 
flesh, and arm yourself with the same thoughts. 
He is your model, you are pledged to strive to 
imitate him. 

3°. A third class of exalted thoughts fami- 
liar to the sons of God may be said to consist 
in omissions, that is to say, not to wish for any 
praise, any gratitude, nor to desire any respect 
or regard from superiors or equals, on account 
of age or past services; not to wish that your 
advice or opinions be heard or adopted; to seek 
no favour, no compassion; never to relate your 
afflictions; never to wish your innocence to be 
known, &c. ; to quit the most serious business 
at the first sign of obedience ; never to speak 
to your own praise, &c. All this is observable 
in Jesus Christ, who for us and for our ex- 
ample, not only was neglected, but reduced 
himself to nothing, "taking the form of a 
slave." (Phil. ii. 7.) Do not, then, fall away 
from the high thoughts of the sons of God. 
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ON THE SUFFERINGS OF JESUS CHRIST. 

1°. Consider the multitude of his qfflictions. 
This Man of dolours suffered in every part of 
his body, in all the faculties of his soul; he 
suffered from all people, Jews, Pagans, his 
judges, his accusers, and his apostles of whom 
one sold him, and another denied him. He 
felt in his own soul all that his blessed Mother 
suffered under the cross. His eternal Father 
seemed to abandon him, he treated him as a 
sinner, as St. Paul strongly expresses it. View 
him sinking beneath his cross, and know that 
your sins give it all its weight; view him fas- 
tened to it in agonies of pain, and reflect that 
your sins point the nails ; weep not for him, 
but for yourself. 

2°. Contemplate his sacred body mangled to 
one wound, his hands and feet pierced, his head 
crowned with thorns, his beautiful face swollen 
with blows. His sinking eyes see nothing but 
an enraged multitude around him, his timid 
disciples retiring from him, his afflicted Mother 
at the foot of the cross with one disciple and 
the tender Magdalen. His ears are shocked 
with the blasphemies and cries of his enemies 



3°. Enter into his soul : it is pierced with 
the foresight of the loss of thousands for whom 
he dies. He carries all our sins; he carries 
yours, mine, and those of all the world; he 
agonizes for them in the garden; he bears for 
them ignominy without comfort, and torments 
without relief ; he shows us they cannot be 
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expiated without humiliations, contrition, and 
penance. O Jesus, teach me to court and 
cherish the little humiliations and crosses which 
thy kind hand dispenses; let me kiss the hand 
that strikes me ; permit me not to increase 
my afflictions hy murmuring, impatience, and 
reluctance. I desire to share thy sufferings, 
and from the sincerity of my heart to repeat with 
you, "Father, thy wwbeikme." 



ON THE SUFPEBINGS OP JESUS CHBIST. 

1°. Consider the greatness of the sufferings 
of Jesus. God defies us by the mouth of the 
prophet, to find elsewhere pains and grief equal 
to those of Jesus. " See if there be sorrow like 
unto my sorrow. f) (Lam. i. 12.) Because he took 
upon himself the guilt of all our sins, a mur- 
derer is preferred before him; for this cause 
his flesh is mangled, his blood flows, his very 
bones are uncovered by the scourging inflicted 
on him, as if he had been the greatest crimi- 
nal in the world; his diadem of thorns pierces 
his brow and temples, &c. His soul is wrung 
with mortal grief and agony at the sight of 
my sins and ingratitude. He drinks the chalice 
to the very dregs. And shall I not desire 
to lighten his cross, by bearing all my afflic- 
tions for his sake with love and resignation ? 
Enable me, O Jesus, to do so. 

2°. Consider the duration of his sufferings, 
Christ's passion lasted longer than a few days 
or hours; his life was a continual martyrdom. 
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His sufferings were ever present to his mind, 
by his foreknowledge of them ; they were the 
frequent subject of his conversations and predic- 
tions. He suffered in mind every instant of his 
life what he was to suffer in detail at Jerusa- 
lem; his soul was always in the Garden of 
Olives, although he did not always show, by a 
sweat of blood, the agony he suffered. 

3°. If St. Paul was penetrated with con- 
tinual grief at the obstinacy of the Jews, how 
much more was the soul of Jesus Christ wrung, 
at the sight of the numerous sins that had been 
committed and would be committed till the end 
of time, notwithstanding all he had done to 
purchase for us pardon and peace. I beseech 
thee, O Jesus, make me grateful for all thou 
hast suffered, and teach me to show my grati- 
tude by fidelity to the cross in whatever way 
thou mayest appoint.

ON THE SACRIFICES OP CHRIST IN HIS 
PASSION. 

1°. Meditation on the passion is sterile if it 
do not incline you to self-denial. Consider how 
Jesus Christ sacrificed all his interior comforts, 
seeking no relief in his desolation but in short 
interviews with three of his most perfect friends, 
in redoubled prayer and acts of perfect resigna- 
tion. Reflect on your own uneasiness, and in 
imitation of Jesus Christ, bring yourself to 
renounce all human relief, and desire only the 
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comfort that comes from conformity to God's 
will, and from love of suffering for his sake. 

2°. The voluntary, entire, public, and igno- 
minious sacrifice which Jesus Christ made of 
his liberty for man. Think how the true fol- 
lowers of Christ have gloried in the title of 
servants and bondsmen of Jesus Christ. Offer 
yourself generously to wear the triple bond 
which will presently fasten you to the cross of 
Christ, by destroying your own will and all its 
corrupt inclinations. Renounce every wish of 
relaxing this bond. The more tightly it binds 
you now, the more amply it will give you here- 
after the liberty of the sons of God. The 
Apostle St. Paul assures us that the Spirit of 
God is a spirit of liberty. - 

3°. The sacrifice which Jesus Christ made 
of his friends. Some betrayed him, others 
forsook hM in his distress: all abandoned him. 
Only his holy Mother and a few of her special 
clients followed to the cross, and the sight 
of their distress only served to increase his 
grief. Try to imitate this great sacrifice, and 
choose only for friends those who will lead 
you most zealously to Jesus Christ. Pray 
earnestly for grace to comprehend and imitate 
the sacrifices which Jesus Christ made in his 
passion. 

ON THE SACRIFICES OF CHRIST IN HIS 
PASSION. 

1°. The sacrifice Jesus Christ made of his 
reputation. No other man's reputation was 
ever so universally established as was that of 
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Jesus Christ; none other was ever so com- 
pletely overthrown in the last week of his life. 
Begin early to imitate this sacrifice ; opportuni- 
ties of renewing it will be multiplied as you 
advance in life and in perfection. Contemplate 
the sacrifice which Jesus Christ made of his 
honour. He, who was the King of kings, the 
Holy of holies, is treated in the house of Cai- 
phas as a slave, in the palace of Herod as a 
fool, in the court of Pilate as a robber and 
felon. This despised man is your God, your 
Redeemer, your Master, and he will be your 
Judge; and can you desire worldly honours ? 
If you do, will not the humiliations of Jesus 
condemn you ? 

2°. The complete sacrifice which Jesus Christ 
made of his body, especially in the three stages 
of his flagellation, crowning with thorns, and cru- 
cifixion. Recollect that Jesus, speiking of his 
future sufferings, said, "With desire I have de- 
sired to drink this chalice, &c." (Luke xxii. 15.) 
Examine and enliven your desires of imitating 
him in these sacrifices; review your actual prac- 
tice ; and interrogate your own heart what 
change you ought to make in it. 

3°. The last sacrifice of Jesus Christ: it 
was that of his life. What else have you to 
do, but to learn to die ? Alas how few have 
learned this necessary science ! Study the 
great lesson given on Mount Calvary. Jesus 
Christ dies perfectly disengaged from the love 
of this world and of everything in it. He 
dies with the most wonderful patience in the 
greatest tortures, and full of the most unshaken 
confidence in his Heavenly Father. All the 
Saints die in these holy dispositions. These 
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must be yours through life, to support you at 
the hour of death. You will imitate J esus* Christ 
in death, if, like St. Paul, you " die daily." 



ON THE INGBATITUDE OP MEN TO JESUS 
IN THE BLESSED SACRAMENT. 

1°. The ingratitude of men. They know 
by faith, that the body of Jesus Christ is their 
food in this divine sacrament, his blood their 
drink; that he has an immense desire to be 
their daily food, that he promises eternal life 
to those who receive it; but they are disgusted 
with the manna of heaven. What an outrage 
to the Heart of Jesus Christ! And what with- 
holds them from it? It is commonly a trifle, 
a temporal concern, more frequently it is the 
dread of interior abnegation, the distaste of 
piety, the love of sin; they will not sacrifice 
their passions to possess all the treasures of 
heaven. Oh, if they reject Jesus in life, must 
they not be rejected by him after death ! 

2°. Others receive Jesus Christ, but without 
preparation, by custom and habit : they hardly 
distinguish the bread of heaven from ordinary 
corporal food; they receive Jesus Christ not 
with the affection of Mary and Martha, but 
with the malice of Judas ; their conscience 
stained with sins, their treachery consummated. 
Oh, in that instant the Angels of the sanctuary 
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would exterminate these sacrilegious prevari- 
cators, if the love of Jesus Christ did not sus- 
pend the vengeance ! 

3°. After he is received, how is he again 
treated ? Instead of loving him, alas ! some 
fall into dissipation of mind : Jesus Christ is 
hardly thought of. Instead of exposing their 
wants, and deploring their sins, they begin 
again to commit new ones ; the same resistance 
to grace, the same tepidity in prayer, the same 
sins are continued. O what patience in the 
amiable Jesus ! What ingratitude in men ! 
Humbled and contrite for my innumerable 
irreverences towards thy holy Sacrament, O 
Jesus ! I sink with confusion and shame ; but 
above all I dread the misery of being deprived 
of it. O give thyself to me, penitent and hum- 
bled, but give me also thy holy love ; a continual 
increase of love be my nourishment, my com- 
fort here, and the pledge of my future enjoy- 
ment of thee in heaven.

ON THE RESURRECTION OF JESUS CHRIST. 

1°. Jesus Chkist is in all things your 
model. As you have proposed to imitate his 
virtues, so you must also imitate his Resurrec- 
tion. « If you be risen with Christ," savs the 
Apostle, " seek the things that are above » 
C^ol. in. 1.) You cannot rise in this manner 
by your own strength, but Jesus Christ invites 
you: he calls you from the grave, and vou 
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must co-operate with his call. Your resurrection 
must be real, as is that of Christ, with whom 
you rise. " Eisen with Christ.' ' It must be 
said of you as of him, " He is risen indeed, and 
hath appeared." (Luke xxiv. 34.) 

2°. You must not impose upon yourself or 
others. You must be truly risen in the infal- 
lible judgment of Christ himself. It will be, 
according to St. Paul, a strong presumption of 
the reality of your resurrection, if you hence- 
forward seek and relish "the things above," if 
you grow fond of prayer, recollection, and 
pious conversation; if you experience more 
ease and agility in serving God ; more courage 
in surmounting temptations and passions; more 
desire of mortification ; more caution in guard- 
ing your senses; more willingness to suffer for 
Jesus. Persons who are practically ignorant 
of these things, are yet dead to Christ. 

3°. See if you have these marks of a new life 
in you ; for, if you have not truly risen with 
Christ, you will show nothing to prove this 
resurrection. Whereas, if your interior become 
what you have so often purposed to make it, 
you may sav with holy Job : "I know that my 
Eedeemer hveth, and in the last day I shall rise 
out of the earth, and shall be clothed again with 
my skin, and in my flesh I shall see God, whom 
I myself shall see, and my eyes shall behold, 
and not another: this my hope is laid up in my 
bosom." (Job xix. 25,27.) To merit this happy 
destiny, you must lay aside all sin, even the 
slightest attachment to the least wilful offence, 
and you must assume a new life in and with 
Jesus Christ.

ON THE ASCENSION OP JESUS CHRIST. 
1°. Jesus Christ rising in glory from the 



pies. By the grace of redemption, heaven has 
become the term of your hopes and wishes. The 
Ascension of Jesus Christ leads you to the con- 
templation of heaven, of which he now takes pos- 
session for you. Jesus is there, " seated at the 
right hand of God," (Mark xvi. 19,) and " of 
his kingdom there shall be no end." (Luke i. 33.) 
He has earned this kingdom for himself, and 
for the imitators of his humility; he invites 
you to consider its beatitude. It is the square 
city of God, described in the Apocalypse, (chap, 
xxi.) Its foundations, walls, gates, and pave- 
ment, are jasper, pearls, adamant, and lucid 
gold; and the brightness of God enlightens it, 
and in it there is no night. 

2°. The happiness you will enjoy in this 
blessed abode, from which all evil of labour, 
sickness, pain, treachery, sorrow, grief, doubt, 
&c, is eternally banished. Your soul will rest 
in the bosom of consolation, vested in a body im- 
passible, subtle, active, and resplendent like that 
of Jesus Christ, " who will reform the body of 
our lowness, made like to the body of his glory." 
(Phil. iii. 21.) What a comforting prospect 
will this be to you, at the time of your humilia- 
tions, persecutions, and death ! What a con- 
solation, in present sufferings, to know, with 
the certainty of divine faith, "that we have 
a building of God, a house not made with 
hands, eternal in heaven." (2 Cor. v. 1.) With 
what joy will you then sing, " O death, where 
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is thy victory ? O death, where is thy sting ?" 
(1 Cor. xv. 65.) 

3°. You must awaken your minds to these 
precious hopes, and cease* to sin; "for sin is 
the sting of death." " Awake, ye just, and 
sin not." (1 Cor. xv. 34.) Next to the ab- 
sence of all evil, Christ invites you to contem- 
plate the enjoyment of every good. There 
you will behold the majesty of the Divine 
Nature, the sacred mystery of the Blessed 
Trinity, all the attributes of God, his almighty 
power, wisdom, goodness, &c, together with 
the various beauties of heaven and of all 
created things, which you will see, know, and 
love in the essence of God as in a clear mirror. 
Can any pains or sufferings be too great to 
secure a place in such an abode of bliss ? 




ON THE LOVE OF GOD. 

1°. You should propose to yourself, as the 
first motive, Gratitude. Love God, because 
he has first loved you. Supernatural love is 
not merely the bent of our affections towards 
God, it moreover excites a promptitude in the 
will, to do whatever is pleasing to him. Call to 
mind the signal blessings of creation, redemp- 
tion, vocation to the true faith, to a perfect 
life, &c. Why has God preferred you ? 
Why has he favoured you more than others? 
In his love alone can an answer be found to 
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the question. What then, does justice, what 
does gratitude demand of you ? Nothing less 
than an entire surrender of yourself to his 
Divine Majesty. 

2°. God contains within himself every per- 
fection capable of exciting our affections, and 
fixing them upon him. His beauty, his good- 
ness, his wisdom, his power, his mercy, have no 
bounds. He displays these perfections in his 
works for your sake and service : " The heavens 
show forth the glory of God." (Ps. xviii. 2.) His 
power appears in the structure of the heavens 
and of the earth: whatever is beautiful and 
grand in the sun, moon, and stars, or in the pro- 
ductions of the earth, manifests his wisdom and 
his bounty. In the midst of creatures designed 
for your use, he has placed you (says St. Igna- 
tius) like a temple dedicated to his glory, and 
he has made you to his own image and likeness. 
Raise your thoughts from the visible wonders 
of creation, to admire, glorify, and love the in- 
visible Creator; he will not always be invisible. 
In every creature that he has made, he thought 
of you : he gives them all to you as means to 
help you to rise to him and to eternal happi- 
ness. Will you always enjoy his gifts, and 
never think of the Giver? Remember that 
besides all external gifts, he has given you 
understanding, memory, and will, that you may 
know him, never forget him, and always love 
him. 

3°. Consider that all moral qualities which 
promote your happiness on earth, all power, 
justice, knowledge, wisdom, prudence, all au- 
thority, strength, skill, &c, are little streams 
derived from God himself ; all human revolu- 
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tions prove the eternity of his kingdom, which 
sees all things pass, but itself shall never pass. 
All sanctity arising from supernatural virtues 
is an expression of God's sanctity, an imme- 
diate production of his grace, a gratuitous gift 



for him, even in your smallest actions ? Learn, 
from St. Ignatius, to rise from creatures to the 
pure love of the Creator ; and say with St. 
Paul, " Neither death, nor life, nor any other 
creature, shall separate us from the love of God 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord." (Rom. viii.) 



ON THE LOVE WE OUGHT TO BEAR TO THE 
BLESSED VIRGIN. 

1°. Consider that she is our Mother, and 
let us have recourse to her as such. The 
last thing our dear Saviour recommended on 
the cross to us, in the person of St. John, 
was, to look to Mary as our Mother. Let us 
ever do so, especially when it pleases God to 
send us sufferings. What an honour it is to 
have the Mother of Jesus for our Mother ! 
We must endeavour not to render ourselves 
unworthy of it, and therefore must avoid sin ; 
for that alone can make us unworthy of her 
adoption and love. O most dear Lady ! show 
thyself a Mother to me, for the sake of thy 
dear Son, and then my salvation will be secure. 

2°. Consider that our Lady loves us with 
all tenderness and affection. She remembers

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that she is our Mother, left us as such by the will 
and testament of her dying Son ; and that to 
comply with the duty of a mother, favours alone 
are not sufficient. Love and affection must be 
the principle from which they proceed. If, 
then, her heart, now she reigns in heaven, is a 
furnace of divine love, far surpassing that of 
all the other saints, what may we not hope 
from the love which burns in the breast of this 
heavenly Mother for us? No doubt, she makes 
use of it for our advantage; and, though at 
present we know not the number of the favours 
we receive by her intercession, yet, after this 
life we shall see the many graces she has ob- 
tained for us from the Divine Mercy. Can we 
ever cease to love this Mother ? 

3°. Consider that we cannot doubt of our 
Lady's seeing all our necessities in the Divine 
Word, as in a clear and spotless mirror; for 
if Almighty God makes them known to our 
Guardian Angels, that they may help and assist 
us, it cannot be supposed he would keep them 
secret from the Mother to whom he has recom- 
mended all mankind in the person of St. John. 
If she then sees all our necessities, who can 
think that the sight of so much misery in crea- 
tures so helpless of themselves, does not move 
her compassion to implore her divine Son's 
mercy for us, that we may find speedy relief 
in aU wants and miseries ? Let us then, fly 
with confidence and love to the feet of this 
tender Mother, we are sure to find aid in her 
maternal love, for her dear Son never refuses 
the petitions of his Mother, to whom he was so 
obedient here on earth.

A. Thus only, 0 Lord, can we satisfy 
our duty, and thy commandment of loving 
thee above all things, and our neighbour as 
ourselves. 

AN ACT OF CONTRITION. 

0 my God, who art infinitely good, and 
always hatest sin, I beg pardon from my 
heart for all my offences against thee ; I 
detest them all and am heartily sorry for 
them, because they offend thy infinite good- 
ness, and I firmly resolve by the help of 
thy grace never more to offend thee, and 
carefully to avoid the occasions of sin. 

A. Wherefore, 0 God, we come before 
thee this day, to beg pardon for all our 
transgressions, and to implore thine assis- 
tance for the time to come. 
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Thb most holy Sacrifice of the Mass is the 
highest act of worship and of praise that can 
be offered to the Supreme Majesty of God. 
It is a memorial and mystical renewal of the 
great Sacrifice of Mount Calvary, and in it 
Jesus Christ is both the High Priest and the 
Victim. He offered himself once in a bloody 
manner upon the cross, and thus reconciled man 
with his offended Creator : but in order to ap- 
ply to our souls the fruits of his bitter suffer- 
ings and death, he continues to offer himself 
daily upon the altar, in an unbloody manner, 
by the ministry of his Priests in the Mass. 

This great Sacrifice of the New Law is 
offered up for four great ends : 1°, for the 
greater honour and glory of God : 2°, in 
thanksgiving for all the benefits which, in his 
goodness, God has bestowed upon us : 3°, for 
obtaining pardon of our sins : 4°, for pro- 
curing for ourselves and for others graces and 
favours, through the merits of Jesus Christ. 

In order to assist profitably at the holy Sacri- 
fice of the Mass, 1°, show great devotion and 
respect in your outward deportment : 2°, strive 
to enter into those holy sentiments that this 
great Mystery so forcibly suggests. Never lose 
sight of the truth, that you are assisting at the 
same Sacrifice as that which Jesus Christ 
offered upon the cross. Every thing about the 
altar is intended to remind us of the Passion 
and death of our Saviour. The "Altar," with 
the "Crucifix" upon it, is a figure of Mount 
E 3 
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Calvary, and of Christ crucified : the "Candles 
lighted " are emblematic of the light of faith 
that was revealed to the Jews and Gentiles, by 
Him who came into this world, " to enlighten 
them that sit in darkness, and in the shadow of 
death." (Luke i. 79.) The " Priest" who cele- 
brates, represents the person of Christ, and the 
" Vestments" worn by him recall to our minds 
the garments with which Jesus was ignomini- 
ously clothed during his passion. The "Amice," 
an oblong piece of linen the Priest puts over 
his head and then on his shoulders, signifies 
the rag with which Jesus was blindfolded by 
the Jews, when in mockery they smote and 
buffeted him, saying : " prophecy unto us, 
Christ, who is he that struck thee." (Matt, 
xxvi. 68.) The "Alb," a long white linen 
garment reaching almost to the feet, reminds 
us of the robe of derision, in which Herod 
clothed Jesus, when having jeered him as a 
fool, he sent him back to Pilate. (Luke xxiii.) 
The " Girdle," with which the Priest girds his 
loins, the " Maniple," anciently made of linen, 
but now of the same material and colour as 
the vestment, and which is worn on the left 
arm, and the " Stole " crossed over the breast 
of the Priest, represent the cords and fetters 
with which the officers of the Jews bound our 
Saviour, and dragged him from one tribunal 
to another. (John xviii.) The "Chasuble" or 
" Vestment " is a figure of the purple garment 
with which Jesus was clothed, when in mockery 
of royalty, the soldiers " platting a crown of 
thorns, put it upon him, and began to salute 
him : Hail, King of the Jews ! " (Mark xv. 
17, 18.) The various parts and ceremonies of 
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the Mass correspond with the different stations 
of the passion, and bring back to the mind all 
that took place from the bitter agony in the 
garden, to the last scenes in the life of Jesus. 

Enter into these thoughts and sentiments, 
and you will hear Mass, both devoutly and 
profitably.

It is verily meet and just, right and

At the CANON of the Mass, say. 
Most merciful Father, who hast given 
us thy only Son to be our daily sacrifice, 
incline thine ear to our prayers, and favour 
our desires; protect, unite, and govern 
thy holy church throughout the whole 
world ; pour forth thy blessing on his 
present Holiness, our chief Pastor, on our 
Bishop, and on all true professors of the 
Catholic Faith.

I offer it up also, [Here name 
the particular intention you would offer it 
up for ; as for obtaining this virtue, over- 
coming thai vice; for blessings, such as 
health, ^c.,] likewise for all that are in 
distress ; for those I have in any ways in- 
jured in word or deed ; for all my enemies ; 
for the conversion of sinners, and for en- 
lightening all that sit in darkness. Pour 
forth thy blessings on all, according to 
their different necessities; through the 
merits of thy only Son, our Lord. 

Give ear, we beseech thee, to the pray- 
ers of thy servant who is here appointed 
to make this oblation in our behalf; and 
grant that it may be effectual for obtaining 
all those blessings he asks for us. Behold, 
O Lord, we all here present to thee, in 
this bread and wine, the symbols of our 
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perfect union. Grant, O Lord, that they 
may be made for us the true Body and 
Blood of thy dear Son, that being conse- 
crated to thee by this holy Victim, we may 
live in thy service, and depart this life in 
thy grace. 

At the ELEVATION OF THE HOST, say, 

Most adorable Body, I adore thee with 
all the powers of my soul. O Lord, who 
hast given thyself entirely to us, grant that 
we may become entirely thine. I believe, 
O Lord; help my unbelief. Most merciful 
Saviour, be thou my protector; strengthen 
and defend me by thy heavenly grace, 
now, and especially at the hour of my 
death. Amen. 

At the ELEVATION OF THE CHALICE, 

say, 

Most adorable Blood, by which all our. 
sins are washed away, I adore thee. 
Happy we, if we can return our life and 
blood for thine ! O Jesus, do thou cleanse, 
sanctify, and preserve our souls to eternal 
life. Do thou, O Jesus, live in us, and we 
in thee. 
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After THE ELEVATION, say, 

It is now, O Lord, with grateful hearts 
we call to mind the sacred mysteries of 
thy passion and death, thy resurrection 
and ascension. Here is thy Body that 
was broken, here is thy Blood that was 
shed for us, of which these exterior signs 
are but the figures, and yet in reality con- 
tain the substance. It is now we truly 
offer thee, O Lord, that pure and holy 
Victim, which thou hast been pleased to 
give us, of which all the other sacrifices 
were but so many types and figures. 

At the MEMENTO FOR THE DEAD, nay, 

I offer thee again, O Lord, this holy 
sacrifice of the Body and Blood of thy only 
Son, in behalf of the faithful departed ; and 
in particular for the souls of [Here name 
those for whom you chiefly propose to pray"] 
my parents, \_If dead,] relations, benefac- 
.tors, and friends; likewise of such as I have 
in any ways injured, or to whom I have been 
the occasion of sin; of such as have in- 
jured me and been my enemies; of such as 
have died in war, or have none to pray for 
them. To these, O Lord, and to all that rest 
in Christ, grant, we beseech thee, a place

with ourselves. 
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Let nothing, O Lord, ever interrupt 
this holy peace ; let nothing separate us 
from thee, to whom we heartily desire to 
be united, through this blessed Sacrament 
of peace and reconciliation ; let this food 
of Angels strengthen us in every Christian 
duty, so that we may never more yield 
under temptations, or fall into our com- 
mon weaknesses.

At the Communion of the Priest, those who 
do not receive sacramentally, may do so in 
spirit and desire by a Spiritual Communion, so 
much recommended and practised by the saints. 
This consists in a fervent desire of receiving 
this heavenly bread ; and that this desire may 
be efficacious, it must be accompanied with 
a lively faith, a firm confidence in the efficacy 
of this Sacrament, and an ardent love of Jesus 
Christ: above all, there must be a hearty sor- 
row for sin, without which sorrow a spiritual 
Communion would be an insult to Jesus Christ. 
This devotion may be practised not only at 
Mass, but at any hour of the day. 
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At the SPIRITUAL COMMUNION, say, 

Most loving Jesus, I adore thee with 
a lively faith, who art present in this Sacra- 
ment by virtue of thy infinite power, 
wisdom and goodness. All my hope is in 
thee. I love thee, O Lord, with all my 
heart, who hast so loved me ; and there- 
fore I desire to receive thee now spiritually. 
Come therefore, O Lord, to me in spirit, 
and heal my sinful soul. Feed me who 
am hungry; comfort me who am weak; 
enliven and sanctify me with thy sacred 
Body and Blood; free me from all sin, 
and make me always obedient to thy com- 
mands; and let me never be separated 
from thee, my Saviour, who with the Father 
and the Holy Ghost liveth and reigneth 
one God for ever. Amen. 

At the ABLUTION, and WIPING OF THE 
CHALICE, say, 

Give us, O Lord, a part of the fruit of 
thy passion and death, the sacred memory 
of which we have commemorated in this 
present Sacrifice and Communion. Happy 
those who sit at thy table to partake of 
the bread of life ! 0 Jesus, my soul sighs 
after thee. I long with thy Apostle to be 
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dissolved and be with thee. My heart and 
my whole body, with transports of joy, 
seek the living God. 

My soul languishes with an ardent desire 
of entering into the house of our Lord. I 
love thee, O my God, with all my heart. 
O that I could always enjoy the presence 
of thy adorable Body, which is the pledge 
of our eternal happiness! I adore thy 
goodness, and return thee grateful thanks, 
O gracious Lord, for thy inestimable favour 
and mercy, in admitting me to be present 
this day at the dread Sacrifice, where thou 
art both Priest and Victim. Make me, 
O God, always sensible of this great bless- 
ing, and let not my unworthiness put an 
obstacle to the effects of thy mercy and 
goodness. 

At the COMMUNION, say, 

May thy mercy, O Lord, grant that 
we, who have been present at this holy 
mystery, may find the benefit of it in our 
souls. 

At the POST-COMMUNION, say, 

We give thee thanks, O God, for thy 
mercy, in admitting us to have a part in 
offering this Sacrifice to thy holy Name. 
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Accept it now to thy glory, and be for 
ever mindful of our weakness. 

Most gracious God, Father of mercy, 
grant, I beseech thee, that the adorable 
Sacrifice of the blessed Body and Blood 
of thy Son our Lord Jesus Christ, may 
obtain for us, at thy hands, mercy, and 
the remission of all our sins. 

Defend also from all adversity thy ser- 
vants, Pope N., our Bishop N.; grant peace 
in our days, and drive from thy Church 
all wickedness, through dur Lord Jesus 
Christ, thy Son, who Hveth and reigneth 
with thee in the unity of the Holy Ghost, 
one God, world without end.

As also they are not three uncreated, 
nor three Incomprehensibles ; but one 
Uncreated, and one Incomprehensible. 

In like manner the Father is almighty, 
the Son is almighty, and the Holy Ghost 
is almighty. 

And yet they are not three Almighties, 
but one Almighty. 

So the Fattier is God, the Son is God, 
and the Holy Ghost is God. 

And yet they are not three Gods, but 
one God. 

So likewise the Father is Lord, the 
Son is Lord, and the Holy Ghost is Lord. 

And yet they are not three Lords, but 
one Lord. 

For as we are compelled by the Chris- 
tian truth to acknowledge every Person 
by himself to be God and Lord. 

So we are forbidden by the Catholic 
religion to say there are three Gods or 
three Lords. 

The Father is made of none, neither 
created, nor begotten. 

The Son is from the Father alone, not 
made, nor created, but begotten. 
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The Holy Ghost is from the Father 
and the Son, not made, nor created, nor 
begotten, but proceeding. 

So there is one Father, not three 
Fathers; one Son, not three Sons; one 
Holy Ghost, not three Holy Ghosts. 

And in this Trinity, there is nothing 
before or after, nothing greater or less ; 
but all the three Persons are co- eternal 
and co-equal. 

So that in all things, as is aforesaid, 
the Unity is to be worshipped in Trinity 
and the Trinity in Unity. 

He, therefore, that would be saved, must 
thus think of the Trinity. 

Furthermore, it is necessary to ever- 
lasting salvation, that he also believe 
rightly the Incarnation of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Now this is the right faith, that we 
believe and confess that our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, is both God and 
man. 

He is God of the substance of his 
Father, begotten before the world; and 
he is man of the substance of his Mother, 
born in the world : 

Perfect God and perfect man ; subsist- 
ing of rational soul and human flesh. 
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Equal to the Father according to his 
Godhead; and less than the Father 
according to his manhood. 

Who, although he be both God and 
man, yet he is not two, but one Christ. 

One, not by the conversion of the God- 
head into flesh, but by the taking of the 
manhood unto God. 

One altogether, not by confusion of sub- 
stance, but by unity of Person. 

For as the rational soul and the flesh is 
one man, so God and man is one Christ. 

Who suffered for our salvation, des- 
cended into hell, and rose again the third 
day from the dead. 

He ascended into heaven; he sitteth 
at the right hand of God the Father 
Almighty; thence he shall come to judge 
the living and the dead. 

At whose coming all men shall rise 
again with their bodies, and shall give an 
account of their own works. 

And they that have done good shall go 
into life everlasting ; and they that have 
done evil, into everlasting fire.

A Plbnakt Indulgence on the Feasts of 
Christmas, Epiphany, Ascension, Pentecost, 
Trinity Sunday, Corpus Christi; on the Feasts 
of the Purification, Annunciation, Assumption, 
and Nativity of the Blessed Virgin Mary; on 
the Nativity of St. John the Baptist; on the 
Feasts of each of the Apostles, of St. Joseph, 
and of All Saints; and at the Hour of Death. 

An Indulgence of seven years and two hun- 
dred and eighty days, on all the other Feasts of 
our Lord and of the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
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An Indulgence of five years and two hun- 
dred days, pn all Sundays, or any other Feast 
in the year. 

An Indulgence of one hundred days on any 
other day in the year. 



To obtain the Indulgences above mentioned, 
it is necessary, — 

1°. To have one of the Blessed Medals, 
Crosses or Beads, which cannot be sold or lent 
with the intention of communicating Indul- 
gences to another person, without losing its pri- 
vilege. 

2°. To recite once a week the Beads or a 
third part of the Rosary, or the Office of the 
B. V. M., or the Office of the Dead, or the 
Seven Penitential Psalms; or the Gradual 
Psalms, or to teach the Catechism, or to visit 
the hospital or prison, or to assist the poor, or 
to say or hear Mass. 

3°. To receive worthily the Sacraments of 
Penance and the Holy Eucharist. 

4°. To pray devoutly to God for the extir- 
pation of heresy and schism, for the propaga- 
tion of the Catholic Faith, for peace and con- 
cord among Christian Princes, and for the 
other wants of the Roman Catholic Church. 

N.B. To obtain the Indulgence at the hour 
of death, it will be sufficient to be truly peni-

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tent, to be prepared to meet death with resig- 
nation to God's will, and to praj to Jesus 
Christ. 

An Indulgence of two hundred days for 
visiting those who are detained in hospitals or 
prisons, and assisting them in any way, or for 
giving instructions in the Church, or teaching 
the Christian Doctrine. 

An Indulgence of one hundred days for the 
recital of the Beads, or the Rosary, or the 
Office of the B. V. M., or the Office of the Dead, 
or Vespers, or the Seven Penitential Psalms 
with the Litanies and Prayers after them, (pro- 
vided these good works be performed at least 
once a weekl Also, on every Friday, for say- 
ing thrice Our Father, &c, and thrice Hail 
Mary, &c, accompanied with a devout medita- 
tion on our Saviour's passion. Likewise, for 
the evening Examination of Conscience and 
steadfast purpose of amendment, followed by 
an Our Father and Hail Mary, repeated three 
times in honour of the Blessed Trinity, and 
five times in honour of the Five Wounds of our 
Lord. 

An Indulgence of fifty days for making a 
devout preparation before Communion, or the 
recital of the Divine Office, or the Office of the 
B.V. Mary. 

These Indulgences may be applied to the 
Souls in Purgatory. 
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St. Dominic, the founder of the Order of 
Friar-Preachers, having recourse to the Blessed 
Virgin, in order to stem the flood of the Albi- 
gensian heresy, which was spreading itself 
nke a plague over many countries but especi- 
ally over France, instituted, by special revela- 
tion from her, in the year 1206, and afterwards 
effectually promulgated the devotion of the 
holy Rosary, which has produced the most 
marvellous results in the Christian world. 

The devotion called the Rosary consists of 
fifteen Pater Nosters and Glorias, and one 
hundred and fifty Ave Marias, divided into 
three parts, each containing five "Decades," 
a Decade consisting of one Pater, ten Aves, 
and a Gloria. To each of these Decades is 
assigned one of the principal mysteries of the 
life of our Saviour, or of his blessed Mother, 
as matter for meditation.

Besides these usual Indulgences, there are 
many others attached to Rosaries, blessed by 
Dominican Fathers, and to those called Ro- 
saries of St Bridget. 
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INDULGENCES ATTACHED TO ROSARIES BLESS- 
ED BY DOMINICAN FATHERS ; OR BY PRIESTS 
WHO MAY HAVE THE PRIVILEGE. 



1°. An Indulgence of 100 davs for every 
Pater Noster and every Ave Maria. 

2°. A Plenary Indulgence to all who shall say 
the third part of it once every day for a year, 
on any one day in the year, after Confession 



The present Sovereign Pontiff, Pius IX., by 
a decree of the S. Congr. of Indulgences of 
May 12, 1851, confirmed these Indulgences, 
and granted, besides — 

3°. An Indulgence of seven years and seven 
quarantines to every one who, with contrition, 
shall say a third part of the Rosary in company 
with others, either in public or private. 

4°. A Plenary Indulgence, on the last Sunday 
in every month, to all who are in the habit of 
saying with others, at least three times a week, 
the said third part of the Rosary; and also if 
on that Sunday they shall, after Confession and 
Communion, visit a church or public oratory, 
and pray there, for a time, for his Holiness. 

To gain these Indulgences it is requisite that 
the Rosaries should be blessed by religious of 
the Order of Friar-Preachers, and that, during 
the recital of the Rosary, meditation be made 
on the mysteries of the Birth, Passion, Death, 
Resurrection, &c, of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
according to the decree of the S. Congr. of 
Indulgences of August 12, 1726, approved by 
Pope Benedict XIII. Note, moreover, that our 
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holy Father declared, in his Constitution JVe- 
Hosus, of May 16, 1727, Sec. 4, that simple 
people who cannot meditate may obtain the In- 
dulgence by merely saying the Bosary devoutly. 



This Chaplet is recited in honour of the sixty- 
three years which, it is said, the most holy 
Mary lived upon this earth ; it is composed of 
six divisions, each division consisting of one 
Pater Noster, ten Ave Marias, and one Credo. 
After these, one Pater Noster more is said, and 
three more Ave Marias : thus in all there will 
be seven Pater Nosters, to mark the number of 
her Seven Dolours and Seven Joys ; and the 
three Ave Marias are added to make up the full 
number of sixty-three years. Moreover, it will 
be seen in the following summary, that the same 
Indulgences may be gained by saying the fifteen 
Decades, or five Decades only, as mentioned in 



1°. An Indulgence of 100 days for each Pater, 
100 days for each Ave, and 100 days for each 
Credo, to all the faithful who say the Bosary 
or Chaplet of St. Bridget. 

2°. A Plenary Indulgence to all who shall say 
at least five Decades daily for a year, on any 
one day in the year, when, after Confession 
and Communion, they shall pray for the Holy 
Church. 

3°. A Plenary Indulgence, on the Feast of 
St. Bridget, to all who say this Bosary of five

Decades at least once a week, and who on this 
day shall, after Confession and Communion, 
visit a chnrch, and pray to God there, for the 
Holy Church. 

4 . A Plenary Indulgence to all who, having 
confessed and communicated, or being at least 
contrite, shall have been accustomed to say this 
Kosary as in No. ILL, when, in "Articulo 
Mortis," recommending their soul to God, they 
say the holy name Jesus in their hearts, if 
unable to do so with their lips. 

5°. A Plenary Indulgence, once a month, to 
all who say this Chaplet daily for a month, on 
any one day when, after Confession and Com- 
munion, they visit a church and pray as above. 

6°. An Indulgence of 100 days to all who 
carry this Rosary, whenever they hear Mass, or 
assist at a sermon, or accompany the Most Holy 
Viaticum, or bring back any sinner into the way 
of salvation, or do any other good work in 
honour of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Blessed 
Virgin, or St. Bridget, provided they say also 
three Pater Nosters and three Ave Marias. 



To enable all to join the more readily in the 
recitation of the Rosary, an Association has 
been instituted called the "Living Rosary," 
the members of which, by reciting daily one 
Decade, enjoy the privileges accorded as above. 
It is thus arranged: Fifteen persons associate 
together, and divide amongst them by lot the 
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fifteen mysteries. Each recites Our Father and 
ten Hail Marys daily ; and by this means the 
entire Rosary is gone through by the circle 
every day. The Association was confirmed by 
a brief of Gregory XVI., January, 1832.

Penancb is a Sacrament instituted by Christ, 
in which, by the ministry of the Priest, actual 
sins are forgiven, the eternal punishment due 
to mortal sin is remitted, and part or the whole 
of the temporal punishment, according to the 
dispositions of the penitent. 

Although confession of sin may seem at first 
sight to be both bitter and painful, yet the 
consequences of neglect in approaching to this 
Sacrament are so terrible, that no Catholic who 
is conscious that he has fallen into mortal sin, 
ought to defer having recourse to this fountain 
of divine mercy. For (1°) The longer the time 
granted to the sinner for conversion, the greater 
is his ingratitude in resisting God's goodness. 
(2°) The commission of one mortal sin makes a 
second easier, and a second offence disposes the 
soul for many others. (3°) Whilst he remains 
in the state of mortal sin, a sinner loses the 
merit of all the good works he performs. Lastly, 
as the longer a stain remains upon a garment, 
the more difficult it is to remove it, and the 
more we neglect to cleanse our chambers or our 
persons, the more defiled they become, so too, 
the longer the soul neglects to purge herself by 
Confession, the more difficult the work will be, 
and hence the greater danger of its being left 
undone. 
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The Pabts of Penance. — They are three: 
Contrition, Confession, and Satisfaction; these 
are necessary for the perfection of the Sacra- 
ment. 

Contbition consists in a hearty sorrow and 
detestation of our sins, because by them we 
have offended God, whom we ought to love 
above all things; to this sorrow must be joined 
a firm purpose of amendment of life. Contri- 
tion for sin should be — (1°) Internal: that is, it 
should spring from, and reside in the heart, 
and hence mere external signs or expressions 
of sorrow are not sufficient. (2°) Supernatural : 
that is, it should arise from motives derived 
from Faith, and excited in us by the Holy 
Ghost; such for instance, as the loss of God's 
favour, or of heaven, the anger of God, or his 
goodness, &c. The motives should not be 
merely natural ones, as disgrace in the eyes of 
men, temporal losses, &c. (3°) Universal: 
that is, it must extend to all our mortal sins, 
without any exception. (4°^) Predominant : that 
is, we muBt prefer to suiter anything rather 
than offend God by committing a mortal sin; 
for sin is the greatest of all evils, indeed, 
Btrictly speaking, it is the only evil in this world. 

Confession is the accusing ourselves of our 
sins to a Priest. This accusation must be — (1°) 
Entire : that is, all mortal sins, both as regards 
their number, as also any circumstance that 
may change the nature of them, must be fully 
and distinctly confessed. (2°) Humble: that 
iB, we should confess our sins in the spirit of 
true penitents, covered with shame and con- 
fusion. (3°) Simple : that is, we should confine 
ourselves to the declaration of our sins, or what 
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concerns our own conscience, without entering 
into useless details which take off from the 
attention that should accompany so holy a 
duty. We should avoid all excesses, and not 
mention unnecessarily the sins of others, or 
name a third person. 

Satisfaction is the performance of the 
penance enjoined by the Priest in Confession. 
This is called Sacramental Satisfaction. But 
besides this, there is a Voluntary -Satisfaction 
that we impose on ourselves, such as peniten- 
tial works that we may do in atonement for 
sins committed. These works are of three 
kinds, Prayer, Almsgiving, and Fasting, or 
other corporal austerities. 

Causes which rendeb Confession inva- 
lid. — (1°) When any mortal sin is omitted wil- 
fully, through shame or any other sinful motive. 
(2°) When any grievous falsehood is told in 
Confession. (3°) When any mortal sin is for- 

fotten, which might have been remembered 
ad there not been gross negligence in the 
examination of conscience. (4°) When there 
is not a full purpose of abandoning mortal 
sin, and of avoiding the dangerous and un- 
necessary occasions of it. 



PREPARATORY PRAYER. 

O God, Creator of heaven and earth, 
and King of kings, who hast made me out 
of nothing unto thine own image and like- 
ness, and hast redeemed me by thine own 
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most precious blood, whom I, a wretched 
sinner, am not worthy to name or invoke, 
or even think of, I suppliantly beseech thee 
to look down with pity on thine unworthy 
servant. Have mercy on me, 0 God, who 
hadst mercy on the Cananean woman and 
on Mary Magdalen, who forgavest the pub- 
lican and the thief hanging on the cross. 
To thee, most loving Father, I confess my 
sins. Forgive me, dear Lord, for I have 
grievously offended thee in thought, word 
and deed. Thou didst come down from 
heaven for my salvation. Thou art my Crea- 
tor and my Redeemer, my Lord and my 
Saviour, my King and my God. Thou art 
my hope and my trust, my guide and my 
support, my comfort and my strength, my 
defence and my deliverance, my life, my 
salvation and my resurrection, my light 
and my desire, my help and my protection. 
I beg and beseech thee to assist me, and 
I shall be saved ; direct me and defend 
me. Raise me from death, for I am the 
work of thy hands. Do not despise me, 

0 Lord, for I am thy servant and slave, 
however wicked, sinful and unworthy. If 

1 am blind thou canst enlighten me ; if I 
am dead thou canst raise me to life again; 
because thy mercy is greater than my mi- 
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quity; thy loving forgiveness greater than 
my sinfulness. I beseech thee, O most 
merciful Father, by thy great mercy, I 
entreat and implore thee to lead me to a 
true sorrow, a sincere confession, and an 
entire satisfaction for all my sins. Amen. 



A PBAYBB TO OBTAIN A FULL KNOWLEDGE OF, 
AND A TRUE SORROW FOB OUR SINS. 

O eternal Father, Father of mercies, 
and God of all consolation, now that I am 
about to examine all my actions, I am 
filled with fear and alarm : for thou layest 
open what is hidden, unlockest what is 
closed, and searchest the depths of the 
human heart. Wherefore, I humbly ask 
of thee to grant me that I may be able, 
by thy holy grace, to remember all the 
sins by which I have most shamefully 
enslaved my soul, and to weep over them. 
Excite in me so deep a feeling of grief and 
sorrow, that I may thus deserve to obtain 
thy pardon in the Sacrament of Penance. 

(You would here do well to have recourse to 
our Blessed Lady and to your Angel Guardian 
by means of some short prayer, that they may 
assist vou to prepare for this holy Sacrament 
worthily.) 
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FIRST COMMANDMENT. 

Have I made sacrilegious confessious by 
concealing any mortal sin in confession, or 
through want of the necessary sorrow and 
purpose of amendment ? 

Have I approached Holy Commnnion when 
I had broken my fast, or received this or any 
other Sacrament after a sacrilegious confession, 
or in the state of mortal sin ? 

Have I, through neglect, omitted my penance 
after confession ? 

Have I voluntarily entertained doubts against 
any Article of Faith ? 

Have I spoken against the Catholic Religion, 
or its holy practices, have I turned them to 
ridicule ? if so, what motive had I for so doing ? 
Have I ever induced others to do so ? 

Have I wilfully exposed myself to tempta- 
tions against Faith, by dangerous conversa- 
tions, or by reading books written against 
Religion ? 

Have I lent such books to others ? 

Have I neglected my prayers for any length 
of time ? for how long ? When at prayer have 
I been wilfully distracted ? 

Have I dishonoured Qod by superstitious 

Eractices ? have I really believed in them ? 
ave I taught such things to others, if so, what 
was my motive ? 

Have I ever boasted of my sins ? In this 
spirit, have I ever pretended that I had com- 
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mitted sins which I never did commit ? What 
was my motive in bo doing ? 

Have I gone on in my sins, trusting to the 
mercy of God, and to a death-bed repentance ? 

Have I despaired of the mercy of God ? 

Have I tempted God in any way ? 

SECOND COMMANDMENT. 

Have I used the name of God, or that of his 
Saints and Angels in a disrespectful manner ? 

Have I cursed: that is, wished that God 
would inflict any evil on others? Did I really 
wish the evil ? Did I express such a wish in 
words ? 

• Have I sworn : that is, called God to bear 
witness to anything, without sufficient reason ? 
Was the assertion false, or did I doubt the truth 
of it ? 

Have I blasphemed: that is, spoken in an 
insulting manner of God or of Holy Things ? 

Have I taught such words to others, or 
listened to them with pleasure, when uttered 
by others ? Have I put a stop to such conversa- 
tions, when in my power to do so? 

Have I made rash or unlawful vows or pro- 
mises to God ? have I broken lawful vows or 
promises ? 

THIED COMMANDMENT. 

Have I neglected Mass, or any considerable 
portion of it, upon Sundays or Holydays ? how 
much have I lost? was it through my own 
fault ? ? 

Have I wilfully entertained distracting 
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thoughts during Mass, was it throughout the 
Mass, or only during a small portion of it ? 

Have I boon the guilty occasion of others 
missing Mass, or a part of it, on Sundays or 
Holydays ? 

Have I been tho cause of others hearing 
Mass in a distracted manner ? 

Have I done unnecessary servilo work on 
Sundays or Holydays, or caused others to do so, 
and for how long a time ? 

Have I neglected to sanctify the Sundays 
and Holydays, and made a habit of neglecting 
Sermons and Evening Devotions ? What was 
my motive for so doing ? 

FOURTH COMMANDMENT. 

Havo I loved, respected, and obeyed my 
Parents and lawful Superiors ? 

Have I acted against their just commands or 
good advice? Was it in matters of conse- 
quence ? 

Have I ever used insulting or disrespectful 
language towards them, or induced others to 
do so, or listened with pleasure to such lan- 
guage ? 

Have I wished them ill, despised them or 
really wished death or any serious injury to 
them ? 

Have I struck them or wished to do so ? 
Havo I ever cursed them ? 
Have I idled away my time and thus neglected 
study, or other duties of my state of life ? 

FIFTH COMMANDMENT. 

Have I done any serious injury to anyone, 
or wished to do so ? 
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Have I borne hatred towards anyone, or 
refused to speak to or be reconciled to him ? 
For how long a time ? 

Have I ever serionsly wished the death of 
anyone ? of whom ? 

Have I given way to anger or violent passion ? 

Have I revenged myself on anyone, by word 
or action ? Have I wished to do so ? 

Have I challenged or provoked others to 
fight or quarrel, or encouraged others to do 
these things ? 

Have I committed excesses in eating or drink- 
ing ? have I thus, or in any other way injured 
my health ? have I been the occasion of others 
giving way to these excesses ? 

Have I ever tried to draw others into sin by 
scandal or bad example ? into what sin, and 
how many souls have I thus wounded ? have 
I taught another to commit sin ? 

N.B. — Since the sin of scandal includes two 
sins, one against the Fifth Commandment, on 
account of the breach of charity in thus wound- 
ing the soul of your neighbour, and the other 
against the Commandment that is violated, it 
is necessary that the penitent should state 
distinctly, in Confession, how he has given 
scandal, whenever he has caused another to 
commit a grievous sin. 

SIXTH AND NINTH COMMANDMENTS. 

(The Ninth Commandment forbids in thought 
and desire whatever the Sixth forbids in action. 
In no other Commandment is the danger of 
mortal sin so great as in these, whenever there 
is any wilful transgression.) 
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Have I willingly consented to immodest 
thoughts or imaginations? 

Did I wish to do anything immodest, had I 
the opportunity : and if so, what did I wish to 
do, and with whom ? 

Have I wilfully and with pleasure looked at 
objects that would fill my mind with bad and 
dangerous thoughts ? 

Have I joined in immodest and dangerous 
conversation and taken pleasure in it ? with 
how many have I held such conversations ? 

Have I read immodest books, or sung bad 
songs, or drawn immodest objects ? have I 
shown or taught these things to others ? to 
how many ? 

Have I acted immodestly with myself or 
others from bad motives, or have I allowed 
others to take improper liberties with me, and 
so been the occasion of their sin as well as my 
own ? what sort of persons were they ? 

Have I presumed too much on my own 
strength, and thus not avoided what I knew in 
my conscience would lead me into sin ? 

Have I taught or induced others to commit 
any sins against these Commandments ? 

(NJJ.— Whenever you doubt whether what 
you have done or allowed others to do to you, 
be sinful or not, lay open your difficulty to 
your Confessor, and abide by his decision.) 

SEVENTH AND TENTH COMMANDMENTS. 

(The Tenth Commandment forbids in thought 
and desire, what the Seventh Commandment 
forbids in action.) 

Have I stolen ? from whom ? how much ? 
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Have I cheated in buying, or selling, or 
in dealing with others ? how much ? 

Have I wantonly injured the property of 
others ? to what extent ? 

Have I neglected to pay my debts ? to what 
extent have I thus injured my creditors ? 

Have I made restitution, as far as I was 
able, to those whom I have injured ? 

Have I caused others to steal, or in any other 
way to injure their neighbour ? how many have 
I thus led into sin ? 

Have I unjustly coveted or sought the goods 
of others ? 

EIGHTH COMMANDMENT. 

Have I borne false witness against my neigh- 
bour in a court, or before anyone in office ? 

Have I been guilty of calumny, by telling 
lies of anyone, or saying what I did not know 
to be true ? before how many ? 

Have I been guilty of detraction by disclosing 
the secret sins of my neighbour, or injured his 
character by speaking of things which, though 
true, I had no right to mention to others? 
Before how many have I so spoken ? 

Have I told lies ? Were they in matters of 
consequence or injurious to others ? 

Have I restored the good name of my neigh- 
bour, as far as I was able, when I have deprived 
him of it ? 

Have I entertained a bad opinion of my 
neighbour, without just grounds, or judged 
rashly of his actions or intentions ? 

Have I willingly listened to calumny or 
detraction, or in any way encouraged such 
conversations? 6 
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Have I created jealousies and quarrels by tale- 
bearing, or have I disclosed secrets entrusted 
to me ? Were they in matters of consequence ? 

COMMANDMENTS OF THE CHTJBCH. 

Have I neglected the days of fasting and of 
abstinence without sufficient reason? What 
was my motive ? 

Have I received Holy Communion worthily 
at Easter ? 

Have I, by my advice, or in any other way, 
caused others to violate the Commandments of 
the Church ? 



Helps to excite in ourselves true 
Contrition. — (1°) Place before your eyes as 
clearly as you can all the sins which you are 
going to confess. (2°) Read over attentively 
the Meditation on the Grievousness of Mortal 
Sin (page 28): that on Hell (page 29), and, if 
time allows, some of those that follow immedi- 
ately after. Meditate too upon the goodness 
of God as shown to us in the Parable of the 
Prodigal Son (page 41), as also in the bitter 
sufferings of Jesus Christ (page 58.) Consider 
also the great recompense held out to you if you 
are faithful to the end in the service of God 
(page 66), and even extend your desires still 
further, and strive to enter into the spirit of 
those purer and more perfect dispositions 
brought before you in the Meditation on the 
Love of God (page 67.) 
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PBAYEB TO OBTAIN CONTRITION. 

I have now before me, O Lord, a sad 
prospect of the many offences, by which 
I have displeased thy divine Majesty; and 
which I am assured will appear in judg- 
ment against me, if I repent not, and my 
soul be not disposed by a hearty sorrow to 
receive thy pardon. But this sorrow, O 
Lord, this repentance, must be thy free 
gift ; and if it come not from the hand of 
thy mercy, all my endeavours will be in 
vain, and I shall be for ever miserable. 
Have mercy, therefore, on me, O Father 
of Mercies, and pour forth into my heart 
thy grace, whereby I may sincerely repent 
of all my sins. Give me a true contrition 
that I may bewail my past misery and 
ingratitude, and grieve from my heart 
for having offended thee, so good a God. 
Permit me not to be deluded with a false 
sorrow, as, I fear, I have been too often, 
through my own weakness or neglect; 
but let it be now thy gift descending from 
thee, the Father of lights, that so my re- 
pentance may be accompanied with amend- 
ment and a change of life, and I may be 
fully acquitted from the guilt of all my 
sins, and once more received into the 
number of thy servants. Through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen, 
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ACTS OP CONTRITION. 

O my God, I hate and detest these and 
all other &ins which X have committed 
against thy divius Majesty. J am ex- 
tremely sorry that J have offended thee, 
because thou art infinitely good, and sin 
displeases thee. I love thee with my 
whole heart; and firmly purpose, by the 
help of thy grace, never more to offend 
thee. I resolve to avoid the occasions of 
sin; J will confess my sins, and will en- 
deavour to make satisfaction for them. 
Have mercy on me, O God, have mercy 
and pardon me, a wretched sinner. In 
the name of thy beloved Son Jesus, I 
humbly beg of thee so to wash me with 
his precious blood, that my sins may be 
entirely remitted. 

O Lord Jesus Christ, most ardent lover 
of our souls, who through boundless love 
wiliest not the death of a sinner, but 
rather that he be converted and live : I 
am grieved from the bottom of my heart 
for having offended thee, my God, my 
most loving Father and most bountiful 
Saviour, to whom all sin is infinitely dis- 
pleasing, and who hast loved me, a vile 
and miserable slave, so far, as to shed thy 
most precious blood and to undergo a 
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most bitter death for my sake. O infinite 
Goodness ! O my God ! Would that I 
had never offended thee, who art infinitely 
good, and so deserving of all love ! Par- 
don me, good Jesus, pardon me most 
humbly imploring thy mercy: have pity 
on me a sinner, in whose behalf thy blood 
pleads in the sight of thy eternal Father. 
For the love of thee, my most gracious 
Lord, I forgive all who have ever offended 
me, and I firmly purpose to shun all sin, 
and to avoid all dangerous occasions that 
may lead me into it, to confess in the 
bitterness of my soul those sins of which 
I have been guilty, and to love thee my 
God, above all things, now and for ever. 
O sweet Jesus, give me thy grace, that 
thus I may be enabled to fulfil these my 
good resolutions. 

My Lord and my all ! I am confounded 
at the multitude and enormity of my of- 
fences against so good a God ; I dare not 
presume even to lift up mine eyes to 
heaven, much less to come near thy altar, 
after so many treasons against thee. 
Alas ! what shall I now do, O Lord ? 
What shall I say ? But with the humble 
publican, strike my breast, and cry out to 
thee, O God, be merciful to me a sinner ! 
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My sins exceed in number the hairs of 
my head, and the sands of the sea : bat 
thy mercy is greater than mine iniquity. 

0 God of mercy, have compassion on a 
poor miserable sinner, and make me now 
at least a true penitent. Father, I have 
sinned against heaven, and in thy sight, 
and am not worthy to be called thy 
child : receive me now as one of the 
least of thy servants, and never suffer 
me to go astray from thee any more. It 
grieves me, 0 my good God, that I 
have offended thee : I am heartily sorry 
for all the sins which I have committed 
against thine infinite goodness. Oh, that 

1 could worthily lament them, even with 
tears of blood. Who will give water to 
my head, and a fountain of tears to mine 
eyes, that night and day I may weep for 
my sins and ingratitude? Would that 
I had never offended my God, that I 
had never sinned ! Happy those souls 
who have never lost their baptismal inno- 
cence. O sweet Jesus, that I had 
been so happy ! Have mercy on me, 0 
God, according to thy great mercy ; and 
according to the multitude of thy tender 
mercies blot out mine iniquity. Wash me 
yet more from mine iniquity, and cleanse 

N 
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me from my sin ; for I know mine iniquity, 
and my sin is always before me. Oh, 
that I could now, like Magdalen, present 
myself at the feet of my dear Saviour! 
that I could wash them with my tears ! 
Suffer me dear Lord, to lay down all my 
sins at thy feet, to be cancelled by thy most 
precious blood. Lord, thou hast said, there 
is joy in heaven upon one sinner doing 
penance, more than upon ninety-nine 
just : give me now the grace to be a true 
penitent indeed, so that heaven may re- 
joice at my conversion. I am resolved, by 
thy grace, never more to return to my 
sins ; rather let me die than offend 
thee wilfully any more. I am resolved to 
fly all evil company, and dangerous occa- 
sions, and to take proper measures for a 
thorough amendment of my life for the 
future. All this I resolve ; but thou 
knowest my frailty, O my God; and if 
thou assist me not by thy grace, all my 
resolutions will prove ineffectual, and I 
shall be for ever miserable : look to 
me, 0 Lord, that I may never betray 
thee any more. 

Here the Penitent may recite the Miserere 
(Page 131), or any other of the Penitential 
Psalms (Page 2«9.) 
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DIRECTIONS FOR CONFESSION. 

'Approach the Confessional with sentiments 
of humility and contrition, and kneeling down 
beside your Confessor, make the sign of the 
Cross, and say-: " Eather, give me your bless- 
ing, for I have sinned." When you have 
received the blessing of the Priest, say the 
" Confiteor" as far as " through my fault, &c." 
Then confess your sins with great truthfulness 
and profound humility, attending to the in- 
structions given above (Page 251). 

Conclude by some general clause to the fol- 
lowing effect. "Eor these and all my sins 
which I have at any time committed I am 
heartily sorry : I purpose amendment, and ask 
pardon of God, and penance and absolution 
from you, my spiritual Father." Then say the 
second part of the " Confiteor, ,, " Therefore I 
beseech, &c." 

N.B.— If you go frequently to Confession, 
and find that you have no grievous sin to 
confess, you would do well to mention some 
one sin of your past lifetime, for which you 
are truly sorry, that thus you may not run 
the risk of losing the grace of the Sacrament 
through a want of proper contrition for sins 
confessed. Listen respectfully and attentively 
to whatever your Confessor, either by way of 
advice or exhortation, may say to you : and 
having received a penance together with ab- 
solution, depart with a firm determination to 
carry out whatever your Confessor shall have 
enjoined you, whether it be to make restitution 
or reparation, to be reconciled to your enemies, 
to avoid proximate occasions of sin, &c. 
N3 
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AFTER CONFESSION. 

After Confession recollect yonrself, and 
observe three things: 

1°. Perform the Penance which was enjoined 
as soon as yon can do so conveniently ; renew 
your firm purpose of avoiding, with God's 
grace, all the sins which you have confessed, 
and, as far as possible, the occasions of them. 
You may then have a perfect confidence that, 
through God's goodness, and the efficacy of 
the Sacrament, all your sins are forgiven. 

2°. Consider how you can amend your life. 
This will best be done by fixing your attention 
on one or two of your more prominent defects, 
and directing your chief efforts to overcome 
them by such means as the following. (1°.) 
Conceive a strong desire to overcome these 
faults, frequently renew your resolution, and 
examine yourself particularly upon them. (2.) 
When you commit them, punish yourself in 
some way. (3°.) Address some short prayers 
to Jesus Christ, or to Our Blessed Lady, when 
you are tempted, or in the occasion of sin. 

3°. Endeavour to dispose yourself gradually 
for an increase of divine grace, and have an 
earnest desire to make amends in future by 
true piety and devotion for all the errors of 
your past life, and by calling to mind your 
sins, strive to become daily more humble, and 
more fervent in the pursuit of virtue. 

PRAYER AFTER CONFESSION. 

" Behold thou art made whole : sin no more, lest some 
worse thing happen to thee." (John v. 14.) 

O most merciful Redeemer, most loving 
Physician of the human race, thou hast

made me whole by the outpouring of thy 
most precious blood. Thou hast not re- 
fused to pour into my wounds the sweetest 
balm drawn from the hallowed fountain 
of thy Sacred Heart. O most bountiful 
Samaritan, I acknowledge thy love, I 
embrace thine infinite mercy. Thou hast 
rescued me from death ; thou hast made 
me thy son, and thou hast appointed by 
thy will, that the inheritance of eternal 
life shall come to me. What have I 
found in thee, O Sovereign Goodness, O 
Lord my God, that I should keep my 
mind estranged from thee ? And what 
have I discovered in myself that I have 
deemed worthy of so much love ? How 
often, O Lord, can I assert that I have 
been snatched from the jaws of death by 
thy goodness ? And how often have I 
not proved myself my worst enemy ? Oh 
that thou wotddst this once open the eyes 
of my understanding, that I may know 
thee and know myself! myself, that I 
may fly from myself as from a mass of 
corruption, but Thee, that I may ever 
follow thee. Let this my confession, I 
beseech thee, O Lord, be pleasing and 
acceptable to thee through the merits of 
the ever blessed Virgin Mary, thy Mother 
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and mine, and through those of all the 
Saints ; and whatever defect there has 
been now, and at other times in the 
sufficiency of my contrition, and in the 
purity and integrity of my confession may 
it be supplied by thy goodness and mercy, 
according to which I beg thee to hold me 
fully and perfectly absolved in heaven. 
Who livest and reignest for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

CONSIDERATIONS AFTER CONFESSION. 

1°. Contemplate Almighty God: fix your 
eyes on him who ought above all things to be 
feared and loved; who created, who preserves 
and governs the universe ; who is everywhere 
present and sees all things ; at whose nod the 
pillars of heaven tremble ; whose eyes are 
brighter than the sun, and penetrate the inmost 
recesses of the human heart. Ought not then 
every one always and everywhere to have Him 
before his eyes, who is at once the witness and 
judge of all his actions ? Let that golden sen- 
tence of St. Augustine be deeply engraven on 
your heart : " We, who do our actions in the 
presence of a Judge who sees all things, are 
under a great necessity of living holily and 
righteously." 

2°. Ponder also with St. Gregory the 
Great : " That which delights is momentary, 
but that which torments is eternal." Oh what 
a miserable exchange ! for the sake of a trifling 
and short satisfaction, to be despoiled of ever- 
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lasting bliss, and by yielding to the allurements 
of some earthly pleasure, to entail on oneself 
continual and never-ending pains ! And what, 
I ask, is there desirable in tne pleasures of the 
world ? They weary and fatigue us when we 
run after them, infatuate us when we have 
acquired them, torment us when we have lost 
them. 

3°. In order to secure yourself also more 
and more against all kinds of sins and imper- 
fections, it will be a great help ever to bear in 
mind the presence, not only of God the witness 
of all your actions; but also of your Angel 
Guardian. 

4°. Lastly, it will be found useful to medi- 
tate on the beauty and nobleness of virtue, the 
shortness of pleasure, the foulness of sin, the 
precariousness of life, the uncertainty of the 
hour of death, the peace of a good conscience, 
the dignity of man, the benefits of Almighty 
God, and above all, the life, death and cross of 
Christ. Love Christ, therefore, and keep his 
commandments, and doubt not but that he will 
give you a share in his joys who deigned to 
take upon himself your sorrows. The labour 
is certainly great, but the reward is inestima- 
ble, namely, to be what the Martyrs are, to 
be what the Apostles are, to be like unto Christ 
himself. 

AN ADMONITION TO THE SINNER. 
" Go, and now sin no more." (John yiii. 11.) 

And what is it to sin ? What else but, as it 
were, to revile Almighty God, and say to bin] . 
" Thou forbiddest me to do this, yet I will do 
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it, even to thy dishonour and in thy sight. 
Thou wilt in consequence become mine enemy, 
and wilt hold me in abomination as guilty of 
treason to thy divine Majesty, as thy foe, yet 
I will sin. I shall trample under foot the 
blood of Jesus Christ, yet I will sin. I shall 
lose the everlasting joys of heaven, yet I will 
sin. I shall let loose upon myself the powers 
of hell, yet I will sin." 

Tremble, poor sinner, and fear lest those 
words be spoken to you by Almighty God in 
his wrath: "Depart from me, you cursed, into 
everlasting fire, which has been prepared for 
the devil and his angels." (Matt. xxv. 41.) 

Tou must beware, as far as possible, of 
venial sins, because they entail punishment in 
this world, and in the next; lessen the fire of 
charity, defile the soul, and weaken her in the 
exercise of good works, defer the joys of 
eternal life, and dispose to mortal sin, according 
to those words, "He that contemneth small things 
will fall by little and little." (Eccles. xix. 1.) 
You must refrain from them, considering as 
St. Jerome says, not that they are small in 
themselves, but that God whom they displease 
is great. You should not commit even the 
smallest sin, were it to obtain all the advantages 
this world can afford. 

" Although we do not believe that the soul 
is death-stricken by our small daily sins, yet 
they render her so deformed by covering her, as 
it were, with certain ulcers and disgusting sores 
that they scarcely, or at least with great diffi- 
culty, allow her to approach to the embraces 
of her Divine Spouse." (St. Augustine.)

INSTRUCTIONS AND DEVOTIONS FOR 
COMMUNION. 

The holy Eucharist is the body and blood of 
Jesus Christ, true God, and true man, under 
the appearances of bread and wine. The bread, 
says Jesus Christ, that I will give, is my flesh, 
for the life of the world. (St. John vi. 52.) And 
at his last supper, he took bread, and blessed and 
broke, and gave to his disciples, and said, Take 
ye, and eat, this is my body. And taking the chalice 
he gave thanks and gave to them, saying, -Drink 
ye all of this; for this is my blood of the New 
Testament, which shall be shed for many unto the 
remission of sins. (St. Matt. xxvi. 26, &c.^ 

Our blessed Redeemer, having thus instituted 
this adorable Sacrament, ordained his Apostles 
priests of the new law, and gave to them and 
their lawful successors power and authority to 
do what he had done, that is, to change bread 
and wine into his sacred body and blood. This 
change, which is called Transubstantiation, is 
effected by those divine words of our Redeemer, 
which the Priest in the Mass, at the consecra- 
tion, pronounces in the name and person of 
Jesus Christ. It is God himself who works 
this wonderful change by the ministry of his 
Priest. 

Let a man prove himself, says St. Paul (1 Cor. 
xi. 28), and so let him eat of that bread, frc. 
This proving or trying yourself is the first 
and most necessary preparation for holy Com- 
munion, and consists in looking diligently 
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into the state of your soul, in order to discover 
what sins may lie there concealed, and in apply- 
ing a proper remedy to them by sincere repent- 
ance and confession ; lest otherwise approaching 
the Holy of Holies with a sonl denied with the 



body and blood of the Lord, and receive judg- 
ment to yourself not discerning the body of the 
Lord." (1 Cor. xi) 

The person who receives the blessed Sacra- 
ment must have been fasting from midnight, by 
the command of the Church, and by a most 
ancient and apostolical tradition, ordaining, 
that this act of respect should be paid to the 
Body of Christ, by all who wish to receive it. 
Hence, if through inadvertence, or otherwise, 
you have taken anything, though ever so little, 
after twelve o'clock at night, you must by no 
means receive that day, except in the case of 
danger of approaching death, when the blessed 
Sacrament is received by way of Viaticum.

I desire to come to thee, that I may be 
happily united to thee, that I may hence- 
forth abide in thee, and thon in me, and 
that nothing in life or death may ever 
separate me from thee. 

II. Commemorate the Passion of Christ 

I desire, in these holy mysteries, to 
commemorate, as thou hast commanded, 
all thy sufferings, thine agony and bloody 
sweat; thy being betrayed and appre- 
hended ; all the reproaches and calumnies, 
all the blows and buffets which thou hast 
endured for me ; thy having been scourged, 
crowned with thorns, and loaded with a 
heavy cross for my sins, and for those of 
the whole world ; thy crucifixion and 
death, together with thy glorious resur- 
rection and triumphant ascension. I adore 
thee, and give thee thanks for all thou 
hast done and suffered for me ; and for 
giving me, in this blessed Sacrament, this 
pledge of my redemption, this victim of 
my ransom, this body and blood which 
were offered for me. 
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HI. Make an Act of Faith. 

I most firmly believe that in this holy 
Sacrament thon art truly present; that 
here are thy body and blood, thy soul and 
thy divinity. I believe that thou my 
Saviour, true God and true man, art really 
here with all thy treasures; that here 
thou communicatest thyself to me, makest 
me partaker of the fruit of thy passion, 
and givest me a pledge of eternal life. I 
believe that there cannot be a greater 
happiness than to receive thee worthily, 
nor a greater misery than to receive thee 
unworthily. All this I most steadfastly 
believe, because it is what thou hast taught 
me by thy word, and by thy Church. 

IV. Conceive a great fear y and humble yourself 

But, O my God, how shall I dare ap- 
proach to thee, so wretched a worm to 
such infimte Majesty ? so filthy a sinner to 
such purity and sanctity ? Alas ! my soul 
is covered with an universal leprosy, and 
how shall I presume to embrace thee? my 
whole life has been nothing but misery 
and sin, and it is only through thy mercy 
that I have not been long since in hell, 
which I have deserved so often ; and how

shall I venture to lift up mine eyes to thee, 
or receive thee within my breast? I tremble 
at the sentence of thy Apostle, that " he 
that eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh judgment to himself 11 (1 Cor. 
xi. 29); for I cannot but acknowledge my- 
self most unworthy: nor should I dare 
ever to come to thee, were I not incited 
by thy most loving and pressing invita- 
tion, and encouraged by thine infinite good- 
ness and mercy. It is in this mercy, which 
is above all thy works, I put my whole 
trust; and it is in this confidence alone 
that I presume to approach to thee. O grant 
that it may be with a contrite and humble 
heart; for this I know, thou wilt not des- 
pise. 

V. Make an Act of Contrition. 

O Lord, I detest with my whole heart, 
all the sins by which I have ever offended 
thy divine Majesty, from the first moment 
that I was capable of committing sin to this 
hour. I desire to lay them all at thy feet, 
to be cancelled by thy precious blood. 
What can I do for them, but humbly con- 
fess and lament them all my life : and this 
I heartily desire to do, and from this mo- 
ment continually to cry to thee for mercy. 
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the sake of this same precious hlood, which 
thou hast shed for me, deliver me from so 
great an evil : rather let me die than 
thus presume to crucify thee again. 

VIII. Implore the Prayers of the Blessed Virgin 
and of the Saints. 

O all ye holy Angels and Saints of God, 
who see Him face to face, whom I here 
receive under these humhle veils, thou 
most especially, ever blessed Virgin, Mo- 
ther of this same God and Saviour, assist 
me by your prayers and intercession, that 
I may in such manner receive him here, 
in this place of banishment, as to be 
brought one day to enjoy him with you in 
our true country, there to praise him and 
love him for ever. 

PRAYER OF ST. THOMAS OF AQUIN. 

Almighty and eternal God, behold I 
approach this Sacrament of thine only be- 
gotten Son, Jesus Christ our Lord : I ap- 
proach as one who is sick to the Physician 
of life, as one unclean to the Fountain of 
mercy, as one blind to the Light of eter- 
nal brightness, as one poor and needy to 
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the Lord of heaven and earth. Where- 
fore, I heseech thine infinite goodness that 
thou wonldst deign to heal mine infirmities, 
to wash away my filth, to enlighten my 
blindness, to enrich my poverty, and clothe 
my nakedness; that I may receive the 
Bread of Angels, the King of Kings and 
Lord of Lords, with such reverence and 
humility, such contrition and devotion, 
such faith and purity, and with such good 
resolutions as may conduce to the salva- 
tion of my soul. 

Grant, I beseech thee, O Lord, that I 
may receive, not only the Sacrament of thy 
body and blood, but also the fruit and vir- 
tue of this Sacrament. O most indulgent 
God ! grant that I may so receive the body 
of thine only Son, Jesus Christ our Lord, 
as to deserve to be incorporated with his 
mystical body, and be numbered amongst 
its members. O most loving Father ! grant 
that I may one day be permitted to con- 
template through all eternity, face to face, 
thy beloved Son, whom now, in my pil- 
grimage, I am about to receive concealed 
under the sacramental veils. Who liveth 
and reigneth with thee in the unity of the 
Holy Ghost, God, for ever. Amen. 
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PRAYER OP ST. AMBROSE. 

O my most loving Lord Jesus Christ, I 
a poor sinner, presuming not on mine own 
merits, but trusting to thy mercy and 
goodness, am filled with fear when I ap- 
proach this banquet of thy most sacred 
body and blood. I have defiled both my 
soul and body by many sins, and have 
not kept a strict guard over my heart and 
my tongue. Wherefore, O God of goodness 
and majesty, I, a wretched creature, en- 
tangled as I am, have recourse to thee, 
the Fountain of life, I fly to thee that I 
may be healed, I have recourse to thy pro- 
tection, and I ardently desire to receive 
him as my Saviour, whom I fear to look 
upon as my Judge. To thee, O Lord, I 
lay open my wounds: to thee I disclose my 
shame. I acknowledge my many grievous 
sins, on account of which I am filled with 
fear. I trust in thy mercy which is un- 
bounded. Look down, therefore, upon 
me with eyes of pity, O Lord Jesus, eter- 
nal King, God-Man crucified for man. 
Graciously hear me, who have placed my 
hope in thee, have mercy on me so full of 
misery and sin, for thou art the full and 
overflowing Fountain of mercy. Hail, 
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saving Victim, offered up for me and 
for all men upon the tree of the cross ! 
Hail, noble and precious blood, flowing 
from the wounds of Jesus, my crucified 
Lord, and washing away the sins of the 
whole world! Remember, O Lord, thy 
creature, whom thou hast redeemed 
with thy precious blood. I am grieved 
because I have offended thee by sin : I de- 
sire to make amends for my past miscon- 
duct. Remove far from me, O most boun- 
tiful Father, all my sins, that being puri- 
fied both in soul and body, I may be made 
worthy to receive the Holy of Holies ; and 
grant that this devout participation of thy 
body and blood may be to me the remis- 
sion of all my sins, the perfect cleansing 
of my faults, the means of banishing all 
evil thoughts, the renewal of devout affec- 
tions, the advancement of good works, as 
well as the strongest defence for soul and 
body against the snares of my enemies. 
Amen. 

When you approach Holy Communion your 
dress ought to be becoming and modest, and 
your whole deportment expressive of venera- 
tion and respect for the presence of your Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ, who, in this holy 
Sacrament, has humbled and annihilated him* 
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self for you, that he may come to visit you and 
abide with you. 

When about to communicate, go to the rails, 
take up the cloth and hold it before you. Whilst 
the Clerk says the Confiteor, humbly confess 
your sins, and beg God's pardon for them. 
When the Priest turns round to give the abso- 
lution, receive it with your head bowed down, 
as from the hand of the invisible High Priest, 
whom you are going to receive. 

When the Priest holds up the blessed 
Sacrament with these words, Ecce Agnus Dei, 
ffc. Behold the Lamb of God, behold him who 
taketh away the sins of the world, humbly beg, 
with a lively confidence in the merits of the 
death and passion of Jesus, that He would 
take away your sins. 

When the Priest repeats three times, Domine 
non sum dianus, $*c. Lord, I am not worthy that 



same with him in your heart, and humble your- 
self exceedingly through the sense of your un- 
worthiness and sins; but let this be joined with 
a lively confidence in him, who can raise you 
up, and perfectly heal your soul by his only 
word. 

When the Priest gives vou the blessed Sacra- 
ment, saying, May the body of our Lord Jesus 
Christ preserve thy soul to everlasting life, Amen, 
receive it with a lively faith, a profound hu- 
mility, and a heart inflamed with love. At the 
time of your receiving, let your head be erect, 
your mouth opened moderately wide, and 
your tongue a little advanced, so as to rest 
upon your under lip, that the Priest may con- 
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veniently convey the blessed Sacrament into 
your month ; which being done shut your mouth ; 
let the sacred Host moisten a little upon your 
tongue and then swallow it as soon as you 
can conveniently. If the Host should chance 
to adhere to the roof of your mouth, be not 
disturbed ; do not put your finger into your 
mouth, but gently and quietly remove it with 
your tongue. Return to your place, and 
endeavour to entertain as well as you can, the 
Guest whom you have received. 

Spend at least a quarter of an hour after 
communion in devotions suitable to that occa- 
sion. It would be a great abuse to turn your 
back immediately upon your Saviour, by going 
away, as some do, and thinking no more of 
Him whom they have received. 

ASPIRATIONS AFTER COMMUNION. 

Behold, O Lord, I have thee now, who 
hast all things; I possess thee who pos- 
sessest all things, and who canst do all 
things : take off my heart then, O my 
God and my All, from everything else bnt 
thee : let my heart be fixed on thee alone, 
let me ever repose in thee, where alone 
my treasure is, the sovereign truth, true 
happiness, and every good. 

Let my soul, O Lord, feel the sweetness 
of thy presence. Let me taste how sweet 
thou art ; that being allured by thy love, 
I may never more hunt after worldly joys; 
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is this to me that my Lord, and so great 
a God, whom heaven and earth cannot 
contain, should come into this poor cottage, 
this house of clay of my earthly habita- 
tion ? Oh, that I could give thee a hearty 
welcome ! that I could entertain thee as I 
ought ! Thy loving kindness invites me 
to thy embraces, and I would willingly say 
with the spouse in the Canticle, " 1 have 
found him whom my soul loveth, I have 
held him, and will not let him go." 
(Cant. iii. 4). But awe for so great a 
Majesty checks me, and the sense of my 
great unworthiness and innumerable sins 
keeps me back. No, my soul, it is only 
the feet of thy Saviour that thou canst 
presume to embrace ; it is there thou must 
remain with Magdalen, and wish that like 
her, thou couldst wash them with thy 
tears. Oh, that thou couldst be so happy ! 

But what return shall I make thee, O 
Lord, for all that thou hast done for me ! 
Behold, when I had no being at all, thou 
hast created me ; and when I Was gone 
astray, and lost in my sins, thou hast 
redeemed me, by dying for me ; all that 
I have, all that I am is thy gift; and 
now, after all thy other favours, thou hast 
given me thyself ; blessed be thy Name 
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for ever. Thou art great, O Lord, and 
exceedingly to be praised ; great are thy 
works, and of thy wisdom there is no end : 
but thy tender mercies, thy bounty and 
goodness to me, are above all thy works ; 
these I desire to confess and extol for 
ever. Bless, then, thy Lord, O my soul, 
and let all that is within thee praise and 
magnify his Name. Bless thy Lord, O 
my soul, and see thou never forgettest all 
that he hath done for thee. O all ye 
works of the Lord, bless the Lord, praise 
and glorify him for ever. O all ye Angels 
of the Lord, bless the Lord, praise 
and glorify his holy Name. Bless the 
Lord, all ye Saints, and let the whole 
Church of heaven and earth join in prais- 
ing and giving him thanks for all his 
mercies and graces to me ; and so, in some 
measure, supply for what is due from me. 
But as ail this still falleth short of what 
I owe thee for thine infinite love, I offer 
to thee, 0 eternal Father, this same Son 
of thine, whom thou hast given me, and 
Him, I am sure, thou wilt accept. Look 
not, then, upon my insensibility and in- 
gratitude, but upon the face of thy Christ, 
and with him, and through him, receive 
this offering of my poor self, which I 
desire to make thee.

When the Apostles had heard that Samaria 
had received the word of God, they sent unto them 
Peter and John; who when they were come, prayed 
for them, that they might receive the Holy Ghost. 
For he was not, as yet, come upon any of them; 
but they were only baptised in the Name of the 
Lord Jesus. Then they laid their hands upon 
them, and they received the Holy Ghost. (Acts 
viii. 14, 15, 16, 17.) 

Confirmation is a sacrament, by which the 
faithful who have already been made children 
of God by their baptism, receive the Holy 
Ghost, that they may become strong and perfect 
Christians, and soldiers of Jesus Christ. It is 
called Confirmation from its effects: these are 
a fortifying grace, by which those who are con- 
firmed are strengthened, so that they may not 
fear to profess the true faith; and a certain 
dedication or consecration of the soul, as his 
temple, by the Holy Ghost. 

This sacrament stamps upon the soul a mark, 
which is called a character, that can never be 
effaced: hence this sacrament can be received 
but once ; and it would be a sacrilege to attempt 
to receive it a second time; for this reason the 
faithful are bound to take great care to come 
to this sacrament duly disposed. 

The dispositions which the Christian must 
bring with him to receive worthily the sacra- 
ment of Confirmation, are, first, purity of 
conscience, at least from all mortal sin, for 
the Holy Ghost will not come to a soul in 
which Satan reigns by mortal sin; secondly, 
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a sincere desire of giving himself up to the 
Holy Ghost, to follow the influence of divine 
grace, to be the temple of God for ever, and, 
by his assistance, answer all the obligations of 
a soldier of Christ. 

ORDER OF CONFIRMATION. 

The Bishop, standing with hisface towards those to be con- 
firmed, with his hands joined upon his breast, says:—

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INSTRUCTIONS AND DEVOTIONS FOR THE SICK. 

Of this holy Sacrament St. James, the 
Apostle, thus speaks : " Is any man sick among 
you f Let him bring in the Priests of the churchy 
and let them pray over him f anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord. And the prayer of 
faith shall save die sick man, and the Lord shall 
raise him up ; and if he be in sins f they shall be 
forgiven him." (James v. 14, 15.) 

The priest in administering this sacrament 
anoints the five principal senses of the body : 
the eyes, the ears, the nostrils, the lips, the 
hands, and the feet, because these may have 
been employed during life in offending God. 
At each anointing he pronounces these words : 
" May the Lord by this holy anointing, and by his 
own most tender mercy, pardon thee, whatever sin 
thou hast committed by thy sight, hearing, fcc." 

The sick person should endeavour to prepare 
himself to receive this sacrament by acts of 
sincere contrition for all his sins, by great con- 
fidence in the tender mercies of his Redeemer, 
and by a perfect resignation of himself to the 
holy will of God. 

If you are attacked by any serious illness, 
let your first care be to send for your spiritual 
physician, and settle the state of your soul. 
This is much better done in the beginning of 
sickness than afterwards, when the strength of 
fever, or the quality of the remedies may 
render a person absolutely unfit for so great a 
work. Sickness is often sent as a punishment 
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for sin, and therefore a sincere repentance and 
confession of sin are often a more effectual 
means of recovery than any other. 

If you have not your will already made, let 
this also be done in the beginning of your sick- 
ness, that so, having settled your temporal 
affairs you may apply your soul without dis- 
turbance to the spiritual. 

Take proper care for the discharge of your 
debts, and all other obligations incumbent upon 
you; endeavour to do this in the beginning of 
your sickness. Forgive all those who have in 
any way injured you, and ask pardon of those 
whom you have injured. 

Aim, as much as you can, at a penitential 
spirit during your sickness; often cry to God 
for mercy, and make frequent acts of contrition 
for your sins. St. Augustine used to say that 
no Christian, however innocent his life, ought 
to venture to die in any other state than that 
of a penitent. 

ACTS OF THE MOST NECESSARY VIRTUES 
PROPER TO BE INCULCATED IN TIME OF 
SICKNESS. 

Lord, I accept this sickness from thy 
hands, and resign myself in all things to 
thy blessed will, whether it be for life or 
death. Not my will, but thine be done ; 
thy will be done on earth as it is in heaven. 

Lord, I submit to all the pains and un- 
easiness of this my illness : my sins have 
deserved much more. Thou art just, 
0 Lord, and thy judgment is right. 
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Lord, I offer up to thee all that I now 
suffer, or may have yet to suffer, to he 
united to the sufferings of my Redeemer, 
and sanctified by his passion. 

I adore thee, O my God, and my all, 
as my first beginning and last end; and 
I desire to pay thee the best homage I 
am able, and to bow down all the powers 
of my soul to thee. 

Lord, I desire to praise thee for ever, 
in sickness as well as in health; I desire 
to join my heart and voice with the whole 
church of heaven and earth, in blessing 
thee for ever. 

I give thee thanks from the bottom of 
my heart, for all thy mercies and blessings 
bestowed upon me, and thy whole church, 
through Jesus Christ thy Son ; and above 
all, for thy having loved me from all eter- 
nity, and redeemed me with his precious 
blood. Oh, let not that blood be shed 
for me in vain. 

Lord, I believe all those heavenly truths 
which thou hast revealed, and which thy 
holy Catholic church believes and teaches. 
Thou art the sovereign Truth, who neither 
canst deceive nor be deceived : and thou 
hast promised the Spirit of Truth to guide 
thy church in all truth. In this faith I 
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resolve, through thy grace, both to live 
and die. 0 Lord, strengthen and increase 
this my faith. 

0 my God, all my hopes are in thee: 
and through Jesus Christ, my Redeemer, 
and through his passion and death, I hope 
for mercy, grace, and salvation from thee. 
In thee, 0 Lord, have I put my trust, 
let me never be confounded. 

0 sweet Jesus, receive me into thine 
arms, in this day of my distress : hide me 
in thy wounds, bathe my soul in thy pre- 
cious blood. 

1 love thee, 0 my God, with my whole 
heart and soul, above all things; at least, 
I desire so to love thee. Oh, come now 
and take full possession of my whole soul, 
and teach me to love thee for ever. 

I desire to be dissolved, and to be with 
Christ. 

Oh, when will thy kingdom come ? O 
Lord, when wilt thou perfectly reign in 
all hearts ? When shall sin be no more? 

I desire to embrace every one with 
perfect charity for the love of thee. 
I forgive, from my heart, all who have in 
any way offended or injured me, and ask 
pardon of all whom I have in any way 
offended. 
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them to communicate after haying broken their 
fast. The sick person will therefore nse his 
best endeavour to make a worthy preparation 
for this blessed Sacrament. 

A SHORT EXERCISE IN PREPARATION FOR THE 
HOLT VIATICUM.

7. Grant me the grace, O my divine 
Saviour, perfectly to efface all the sins I 
have committed by any of my senses, by 
applying daily to my soul thy blessed 
merits, and the holy unction of thy pre- 
cious blood. 

8. Holy Virgin, Mother of God, defend 
me from my enemies in my last hour, and 
present me to thy divine Son. Glorious 
St. Michael, prince of the heavenly host, 
and thou, my Angel Guardian, and you, my 
blessed Patrons, intercede for me, and 
assist me in this last and dreadful passage. 

9. Omy God, I renounce all the tempta- 
tions of the enemy, and in general what- 
soever may displease thee. I accept of 
thy divine appointments with regard to 
myself, and entirely abandon myself to 
them as most just and equitable.

A PRATER BEFORE EXTREME UNCTION.

I have taken delight in the perfumes of 
this world, which are nothing but corrup- 
tion : now let my heart and prayers ascend 
like incense in thy sight, and pardon me 
all the sins which I have committed by 
my sense of smell. 

My tongue has in many ways offended 
both in speaking and tasting, now let its 
whole business be to cry for mercy; pardon 
me, dear Jesus, all the sins which I have 
committed by words, or by any excess in 
eating or drinking. 

My hands have offended in contributing 
to many follies, injurious to myself and my 
neighbour : now let them be lifted up to 
heaven, in testimony of a penitent heart : 
and pardon me, 0 Lord, all the sins which

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I have committed by the ill use of my 
hands. 

My feet have gone astray in the paths 
of vanity and sin : now let me walk in 
the way of thy commandments : and for- 
give me, 0 Lord, all the sins which I have 
committed by my disordered steps.

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THE LAST BLESSING AND PLENARY

As the hour of death approaches, that awful 
hour ou which so much depends, the pious 
Christian should fervently prepare to receive 
the Last Blessing and Plenary Indulgence 
granted to those who are near their end. The 
dying Christian should remember well that, in 
order to receive the benefit of this Plenary 
Indulgence and Blessing, it is requisite that 
he concur on his part, by renouncing and 
detesting all his sins, by accepting with patience 
and resignation whatever he may have yet to 
suffer, and by offering up his pains and death, 
in union with the sufferings and death of his 
Bedeemer in satisfaction for his sins. 

During the time the Priest is conferring this 
Bolemn blessing, the following Prayer may be 
repeated.

to Jesus all their thoughts, words, actions, and 
above all, the desire they have to console his 
tender Heart by their fidelity and their love.

The Apostleship of Prayer has for its end 
to unite so thoroughly all Christian hearts with 
the Heart of Jesus, as to lead them to appro- 
priate to themselves all his intentions, and, 
ceasing to think solely of themselves, to unite 
with him in the great interests that are the 
objects of his intercession, namely, for the ex- 
tension of the divine glory, the conversion of 
sinners, the advancement of the just, and the 
triumph of the Church. 

In order to gain the Indulgences granted to 
the Apostleship of Prayer, it is sufficient that 
those who have been admitted, whether indi- 
vidually or collectively, to this Association, 
offer their actions each day for the intentions 
of the Sacred Heart of Jesus. This offering, 
which manifestly excludes no private inten- 
tion, may be made by reciting the Prayer 
of the Association to the Sacred Heart, that 
is, the Pater, Ave and Creed, with the Aspira- 
tion : Heart of Jesus, burning with love of me, 
inflame my heart with love of Thee. It will be 
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well to renew these intentions in reciting the 
Angelas, and still better to nnite ourselves 
with the Masses that are said every hour of the 
day in some part or other of the world, and to 
say, at least in the interior of the heart, at the 
beginning of our actions : Divine Heart of 
Jesus, I offer thee this action for all the inten- 
tions for which thou immolatest thyself at this 
moment, on the altar, to God thy Father. 

This renewal of intentions cannot fail to 
augment considerably the merit of the different 
actions of the day ; nevertheless, in order to 
render these actions meritorious, and to have 
a share in the privileges of the Apostleship of 
Prayer, the general offering made at the begin- 
ning of the day is sufficient. 

INDULGENCES

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Heart of Jesus, burning with love of me, inflame 
my heart with love of Thee I (The Indulgence 
of the first Friday may be transferred to the 
first Sunday.) (4°) Another Friday or other 
day of each month, equally at the choice of the 
Associates, on condition that they pray for the 
intentions of the Sovereign Pontiff in a public 
church. (6°) On the Feasts of Christmas, Holy 
Thursday, Easter Sunday, Ascension, the 
Immaculate Conception, the Nativity of the 
Blessed Virgin, the Annunciation, the Purifi- 
cation, and the Assumption; on the Feasts of 
St. Joseph Spouse of the Blessed Virgin, of 
the holy Apostles, SS. Peter and Paul, of 
St. John the Evangelist, of St. Gregory the 
Great (12th March), of All Saints, and on the 
Commemoration of the Souls of the faithful 
departed, on condition that they visit a church 
in which the Association of the Sacred Heart 
is established. (6°) On the six Fridays or the 
six Sundays preceding the Feast of the Sacred 
Heart, on condition that they visit a church 
where this feastfis celebrated. (7°) A Plenary 
Indulgence is granted to those who have been 
admitted to the perpetual adoration, any day 
they may select, on condition that they spend 
on that day about an hour in exercises of 
piety, renewing their baptismal engagements 
and other good resolutions, and that they pray 
in a public church for the intentions of the 
Sovereign Pontiff. (8°) Those who engage on 
any day of each month to make a visit to the 
Blessed Sacrament, and to pray for a quarter 
of an hour, endeavouring to appease the Divine 
Majesty, gain a Plenary Indulgence on Holy 
Thursday, and also another on the day on 
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which they perform this exercise. (9°) Also a 
Plenary Indulgence is gained at the hour of 
death, by invoking the holy name of Jesus, at 
least with the heart, if it cannot be done with 
the lips. 

There are also many Partial Indulgences 
attached to the Apostleship of Prayer. 

Another advantage which the Associates of 
the Apostleship of Prayer will doubtless value 
much, is the special participation granted to 
them in the prayers and good works of the 
religious of the Society of Jesus, of the Society 
of Mary, of the two Congregations of the 
Sacred Heart, of the regular clerics called 
Theatines, and of the religious of both sexes 
of La Trappe. 

The Associate, when inscribing his or her 
name on the ticket, may choose the day on 
which to gain the Indulgence attached to the 
admittance into the Association. The day of 
the year, as also the day of each month, may 
be selected on which to perform the exercise 
of the perpetual worship. But this devotion 
is by no means of obligation.

The "Arch - Confraternity was founded at 
Paris, in the Church of Notre Dame des Vic- 
toires, December 3rd, 1836, and approved of by 
Pope Gregory XVI. on the 24th April, 1838, 
witlh the privilege of aggregating to itself other 
like Confraternities. 

The principal end of this Confraternity is 
to pray for the conversion of sinners ; and 
the extraordinary conversions which have been 
wrought by means of it, are a clear proof 
how pleasing this institution is to Almighty 
God. 

PRAYERS

OR, FORTY HOURS' PRATER. 

This devotion continues for forty hours, in 
memory of the forty hours during which the 
body of our Lord remained in the sepulchre. 
It was begun at Milan in 1534, and was intro- 
duced into Rome, by St. Philip Neri in 1548, 
and sanctioned by Pope Clement VIII., who 
issued a solemn Bull respecting it, November 
25th, 1592. 

To promote this devotion, Pope Clement XHL 
granted a Plenary Indulgence to all those who, 
confessing their sins and receiving the Holy 
Communion, should visit any church or chapel 
where this devotion was being performed. 

To gain this Indulgence it is required: — (1°) 
To visit the Blessed Sacrament once each day 
during the three days of exposition; and (2°) to 
to receive the Holy Communion on one of the 
three days ; but not necessarily in the same 
church or chapel in which the Blessed Sacra- 
ment is exposed. 

Pope Paul V. also granted an Indulgence 
of ten years and ten quarantines for every visit 
made to the Blessed Sacrament thus exposed. 

These Indulgences are applicable to the Souls 
in Purgatory. 

The forms of Prayers used in this devotion 
are, the Litany of the Saints, Collects, &c, 
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to which may be added the Litany of the 
Blessed Virgin, the Psalm Miserere, and the 
Te Deum.

At the repeated prayer of the Father Pro- 
curator of the Venerable Congregation called 
Pit Operarii (Pious Labourers) here in Home, 
to propagate amongst the faithful the devotion 
towards St. Stanislas Kostka, as especially cal- 
culated to augment the love of our blessed Lady, 
Pope Pius VIII., by two decrees, April 3 and 
May 1, 1821, and Leo XII., by two other 
decrees, Jan. 21 and Feb. 25, 1826 (all of which 
were published by the S. Congr. of Indulgences, 
May 13, 1826), granted — 

1°. The Plenary Indulgence on the Feast of 
the Saint, Nov. 13, or on that Sunday on which, 
for the convenience of the people, this feast 
shall be celebrated de licentia Otdinarii, to all 
the faithful who, having confessed and com- 
municated, shall visit the church or public ora- 
tory where it is celebrated, and pray according 
to the intention of the Sovereign Pontiff. 

2°. The Indulgence of seven years and seven 
quarantines on every one of the ten Sundays 
.before his feast, kept in honour of the ten 
months of novitiate made by the saint; to be 
gained by visiting the church or oratory where 
these Sundays are kept, and praying as above. 

3°. The Indulgence of 100 days every day of 
the Novena preceding his feast, for assisting 
devoutly at the said Novena with contrite heart 
and praying as above. 

4°. The Indulgence of 100 days, once a day, 
to all who shall say a Pater and Ave before a 
picture of the saint exposed in any church or 
public oratory, and pray as above. 
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5°. The Plenary Indulgence may be gained 
by the faithful by practising this exercise for a 
month continuously, on any one day in the 
month when, after Confession and Communion, 
they shall pray as above. Whoever, by reason 
of a lawful impediment, shall be unable to say 
in Church the Pater and Ave described, may say 
it wherever he likes on the days he is hindered, 
and gain this Plenary Indulgence. 

6°. The Indulgence of 100 days, in addition 
to the seven years and seven quarantines granted 
for the above-named ten Sundays, to all who, 
being contrite in heart, shall assist at the day's 
Retreat called the Retreat of St. Stanislas, 
wherever it is made once in the week, and shall 
pray according to the mind of the Sovereign 
Pontiff. 

All these -Indulgences, at first granted for the 
kingdom of the Two Sicilies, were afterwards 
extended to the Pontifical States for any church 
or public oratory where the devotion to St. 
Stanislas is or shall be introduced, as appears 
from the decree above named, Feb. 25, 1826; 
and the same Pope Leo XII., by another decree 
of the S. Congr. of Indulgences, March 3, 1827, 
made them available for the whole Catholic 
world, even for private monastic churches and 
oratories of seminaries, colleges, conservatories, 
monasteries and houses of retreat for both 
sexes. 

Furthermore, Pope Pius IX., by an autograph 
Rescript, kept in the Segretaria of the S. Congr. 
of Indulgences, dated March 22, 1847, granted — 

7°. The Indulgence of 300 days, to be gained 
once a day by all the faithful who, in honour of 
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this Saint shall say the three following Prayers 
for Purity, Charity, and a Good Death, adding 
to each, one Pater, one Ave, and one Gloria. 

And the same Pope, hy a decree of the same 
S. Congr., of July 10, 1854, has vouchsafed to 
add — 

8°. The Plenary Indulgence to all the 
faithful who shall say these Prayers, with the 
Pater, Ave, and Gloria, once a day for a month 
together; to he gained by them on that day in 
each month when, after having confessed and 
communicated, they shall visit a church or 
public oratory, and pray there, for a time, 
according to the mind of his Holiness.

My most pure patron Stanislas, Angel 
of purity, I rejoice with thee for that 
marvellous gift of virginal purity which 
graced thy spotless heart ; I humbly pray 
thee, obtain for me strength against all 
impure temptations, and inspire me with 
constant watchfulness to guard my purity, 
that virtue most glorious in itself, and 
most acceptable to God.

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I. THE CONDITIONS AND THE PROMISES. 

No peculiar obligation is contracted by 
being invested with the Brown Scapular: 
but all right to participate in its Indulgences 
are forfeited if the Scapular be laid aside. 
This right may, however, be regained by merely 
resuming the Scapular: it is not necessary that 
it should be again blessed. Those who wear it 
till death may piously hope that the Blessed 
Virgin will preserve them from the danger of 
dying in bad dispositions, according to the pro- 
mise she made to St. Simon Stock. In order 
to participate in the Sabbatine Indulgence, that 
is to say, in order to obtain the help promised 
by our Lady to the members of the Confraternity 
of the Scapular, on the Saturday following the 
day of their death, it is further necessary to 
recite every day the Little Office of the Blessed 
Virgin, or (for those who cannot read) to 
abstain every Wednesday of the year. Priests 
who give the Scapular ordinarily have the 
power of substituting some other pious work 
in place of these. 

II. PLENARY INDULGENCES. 

(1°) On the day of admission. (2°) On the 
Feast of our Lady of Mount Carmel (July 
16th), or on any day of the Octave. (3°) At 
the hour of death. (4°) On the Feasts of the 
Immaculate Conception, the Nativity, the Pre- 
sentation, the Annunciation, the Visitation, the 
Purification^and'the Assumption of the Blessed 
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Virgin. (5°) On the Feasts of St. Joseph, St. 
Simon Stock (May 16th), St. Anne, St. Michael, 
St. Teresa. (6°) On every Wednesday of the 
year. 

N.B.— All the Indulgences are applicable to 
the Souls in Purgatory, on the usual conditions. 

Besides the above there are also many 
partial Indulgences.

• I. CONDITIONS. 

In order to gain the numerous Indulgences 
granted to this Scapular, it is necessary to pray 
for the reformation of manners, and the con- 
version of sinners; no fixed prayers are imposed. 
St. Andrew Avellino recommends twelve Paters 
and Aves in honour of the twelve special privi- 
leges granted to the Blessed Virgin, and three 
Glorias in honour of the Blessed Trinity. 

II. PLENARY INDULGENCES. 

(The usual conditions, Confession, Communion 
and prayers for the Pope's Intention.) 

(1°) On the day of admission. (2°) At the 
hour of death. (3°) At the close of an annual 
retreat. (4°) On the first Sunday of every 
month. (5°) On the Saturdays of Lent. (6°) 
On Passion Sunday, and the Friday of Passion 
Week. (7°) On the Wednesday, Thursday, and 
Friday of Holy Week. (8°) On the first and 
last days of the Novena before Christmas day. 
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(9°) On the Feasts of Christmas day, Easter 
Sunday, Ascension day, Whit Sunday, and 
Trinity Sunday. (10°) On the Feasts of the 
Immaculate Conception, the Nativity, the An- 
nunciation, the Purification, the Assumption, 
and the Feast of our Lady of the Angels 
(August 2nd). (11°) On the Feasts of St. 
Joseph (March 19th), the Finding of the 
Cross (May 3rd), St. John Baptist (June 24th), 
SS. Peter and Paul (June 29th), St. Augustine 
(Aug. 28th), St. Michael (Sep. 29th), the Angel 
Guardians (Oct. 2nd), St. Teresa (Oct. 15th), 
All Saints (Nov. 1st). (12°) On the Feast of 
St. Cajetan (Aug. 7th), and on the Feasts of 
the other Saints belonging to the Order of 
Theatines (March 24th, April 12th, June 17th, 
November 10th, December 13th). (13°) During 
the 40 hours' adoration, once a year. (14°) On 
one day each year, left to the choice of each 
member. 

Further, twice each month, the members mav, 
by praying in the church of the Theatines, or, in 
places where they have no Church, in any other 
which may have an Altar dedicated to our Lady, 
gain the Indulgences attached to the Holy Sepul- 
chre, or to the other holy places in Palestine. 

Further, as often as the members say six Pa- 
ters, Aves, and Glorias, in any place whatever, 
or at any time whatever, in honour of the most 
Holy Trinity , and of the BlessedVirgin conceived 
without sin, to obtain the triumph of the Church, 
the extirpation of heresy, and peace between 
Christian Princes, they mav gain all the Indul- 

fences of the seven Churches in Eome, of die 
'ortiuncula, of Jerusalem, and of St. James 
of Compostella. 
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These latter Indulgences are very great Con- 
fession and Communion are not prescribed to gain 
them. 

All these Indulgences are applicable to the 
Souls in Purgatory. Further, the Altar at 
which Mass is offered up for the repose of a 
person invested with a Scapular of the Imma- 
culate Conception is privileged, that is to say, 
the Mass offered has a Plenary Indulgence 
attached to it for the benefit of the dead person. 

The Sovereign Pontiffs have granted many 
other Indulgences to the Blue Scapular. The 
list is too long for insertion : they may be gained 
by offering up to God, in the morning, an 
intention to gain them all. A. 

The members of the Apostleship of Prayer 
will gladly wear these several Scapulars, as 
powerful weapons, to secure the triumph of the 
noble cause in which they are engaged. Con- 
fident in the intercession of Mary, trusting to 
the promises attached to the definition of the 
Immaculate Conception, strong in the infinite 
merits of the sacred blood of their Redeemer, 
assisted by the prayers of those blessed Souls 
in Purgatory, to whom the Gates of Heaven 
were opened by the numerous Indulgences 
granted to these Scapulars, they will pray with 
redoubled hope, and redoubled power, for the 
conversion of sinners and for the triumph of 
the Church. 
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OF THE CEREMONIES USED BY THE ROMAN 
PONTIFFS IN THE BLESSING AND CONSECRA- 
TING- THE MOULDS OF WAX, CALLED " AGNUS 
DEE." 

The ceremonial of the Roman Church, with 
which the Sovereign Pontiff is wont to bless 
and consecrate the impressions in wax, com- 
monly called " Agnus Dei," is very ancient. 

The "Agnus Dei " are made of pure white vir- 
gin wax, by which is signified Christ's human 
nature assumed by divine power, in the spot- 
less womb of the Virgin Mary, without admix- 
ture or stain of sin. The image of a lamb is im- 
pressed upon them, as a token of that Immacu- 
late Lamb who was slain for the redemption 
of man upon the altar of the cross. Blessed 
water is made use of, for this is the element 
by which many great mysteries and miracles 
have been worked by God both in the Old and 
the New Testament. Balm is mingled with 
the water, by which is signified the good odour 
of Christ, redolent in the actions and conversa- 
tion of the faithful. Holy chrism is added, 
by which everything specially dedicated to 
divine worship, as churches, altars, and priests, 
are prepared and consecrated, and by which also 
is signified charity, the first of all the virtues. 

In this water, previously blessed, and then 
miDgled with balm and chrism, the " Agnus 
Dei" are immersed; and both before and after 
the immersion, the Sovereign Pontiff prays 
earnestly to God with solemn prayers, that ne 
may be pleased to bless, sanctify, and consecrate 
these moulds in wax, and impart to them such 
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power, that whosoever with true faith and 
sincere piety shall make use of them, may 
obtain many spiritual and temporal benefits. 

And that benefits and gifts of graces are 
granted and bestowed by God the giver of all 
good to the faithful, in virtue of the blessing 
communicated to these forms of wax, and 
by the prayers, especially which the Vicar of 
Christ, the Roman Pontiff, in the name of the 
whole Church, says over them in their conse- 
cration, is a thing firmly and entirely to be 
believed, and has been very often confirmed 
by many and striking miracles. And if the 
desired effect be not always obtained, it is to 
be attributed either to the weak or little faith 
or devotion of those who were then, or to some 
other secret cause known to God and allowed 
of by him.

serve thee for thy own sake, my God and 
my Creator. O Saviour of perishing man- 
kind, who openest thy hand, and fillcst 
every creature with benediction, give me 
now such a blessing as thou didst bestow 
on thy beloved Disciples, when ascending 
in triumph from the mountain of Olives ; 
that I may live and die in these happy 
dispositions.
